Jaywalking Ordinance 


Traffic Policemen, for Most Part, Are Too 
Busy to Try to Enforce It at 
Crowded Corners. 


Faced with the double difficulty 
of directing automobile traffic and 
enforcing the new anti-jay walking 
ordinance which went into effect 
Friday as a 90-day experiment, 
traffic policemen on busy down- 
town intersections appeared yes- 
terday to be about ready to change 
over to something easier. The 
business of educatihg pedestrians 
to cross at crossings and wait for 
the policeman’s signal seemed def- 
initely assured of a high place 
among futile occupations. 

During the midday rush at the 
more congested corners there was 
hardly any evidence of a jay-walk- 
ing ordinance. A few persons 
waited, but most of them didn’t. 


The crowds swarmed across with 


signals for or against them, all de- 
pending on what breaks occurred 
in the stream of automobiles at 
the moment. They. scarcely looked 
at the policeman and he scarcely 
looked at them. Sometimes it 
seemed he was looking the other 
way—intentionally. If as oc- 
curred in isolated instances, he 
did feel it was necessary to repri- 
mand somebody, he usually did it 
with a grin and then looked sheep- 
ish. 
At Seventh and Olive streets two 
policemen were on duty during the 
noon hour. One stood in the in- 
tersection directing automobile 
traffic. The other, stationed on 
the northeast corner, attempted 
good-naturedly to restrain the 
crowds with his arms, meanwhile 
putting up with a good deal of 


banter. But even with a policeman 
devoting full attention to one of 
the four crossings, the pedestrians 
pushed into the street from both 
sides until a.traffic lane only one 
car wide was left clear. 

The relief/policemen appeared in 
some case. to take their new edu- 
cational tasks more seriously than 
did the regulars. One at Eleventh 
and Olive was observed several 
times to halt pedestrians after 
they had passed the middle of the 
street «znd order them back, mak- 
ing three crossings necessary in- 
stead of one. Twice within 10 min- 
utes, persons thus halted were seen 
to escape only by a narrow margin 
from being struck by approaching 
automobiles. Picking their way 
across with attention fastened on 
traffic, they had stopped stock still 
in the path of machines when the 


shouted “Hey!” 

Capt. J. Y. Goodin of the police 
traffic bureau said traffic police- 
men have been instructed to warn 
pedestrians of the new ordinance, 
but to make no arrests until 
further orders. Capt. Goodin de- 
clared it would be a slow anJ 
tedious process because the police- 
man is busy most of the time with 
the automobile traffic. 

“In order to enforce the ordi- 
mance rigidly,” he déclared, “it 
would be necessary to have five 
policemen at each intersection. 
This cannot be done because we 
haven’t. the men.” 


MAN KILLED BY AUTO 
WHICH DOES NOT STOP 


Everett Edwards Dragged 30 
Feet by Machine at Taylor 
and Easton. 


Everett Edwards, 69 years old, 
of 4660A Evans avenue, was killed 
by a speeding automobile at Tay- 
lor and Easton avenues early to- 
day. The machine, a red Chevro- 
let, dragged him 30 feet and did 
not stop. 

Edwards was crossing from the 
north to the south side of Easton 
avenue, about fifteen feet west of 
Taylor, when the car bore down 
upon him. The force of the img 
pact hurled him into the air above 
the machine’s hood. Some portion 
of his clothing was caught, possibly 
by a sidelight or door handle, and

NEW YORK STOCKS. REGAIN 
ABOUT ONE-THIRD OF LOSS 


Sharp Slump Following Raising of 
Rediscount Rate Succeeded 
by Rally. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Stock

FIRMS URGED 10 
RESIST THE STATE 


Chicago Rating Body Rec- 
ommends Opposition to 
Attempt to Collect Re- 
funds Prior to Feb. 1, ’28 


GOVERNOR SAYS 
FIGHT WILL GO ON 


Companies Offer to Repay 
Overcharges for Last Year 
and ‘ Half, Propose to 
Keep $8,000,000. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 10.— 
Resistance by the stock fire insur- 
ance companies of any action by 
the State of Missouri to compel 
repayment of excess premiums they 
collected prior to Feb. 1, 1928, 
which the companies claim is the 
effective date of a 10 per cent rate 
reduction ordered by the State in 
1922, has been recommended by 


the Subscribers’ Actuarial Com- 
mittee of Chicago, with which all 
of the companies are affiliated, it 
was learned today. 

Opportunity for such resistance 
undoubtedly will arise as Gov. 
Caulfield, in commenting on the 
recommendation this afternoon, 
said “the State most certainly will 
continue its efforts to collect the 
excess premiums collected by the 
companies from 1922 to Feb. 1, 
19258.” 

Governor Holds Conference. 

¢ The Governor conferred in his 
office late today with Insurance 
Superintendent Thompson, his dep- 
uty, Joseph F, Holland, and tie 
Insurance Department's special 
counsel, John T. Barker and Floyd 
Jacobs. No further plan of action 
was announced, and it was stated 
that the time was given to an in- 
terchange of information and sug- 
gestions. 

Having lost on virtually every 
point in the nearly seven years of 
litigation over the State Insurance 
Department’s reduction order of 
Nov. 15, 1922, the companies, as 
has been told, yesterday notified 
the department they would put the 
reduction into effect immediately, 
and would make it retroactive to 
Feb. 19, 1928. 

Through that move the compan- 
ies are offering the Missouri policy- 
holders refunds of something iess 
than $4,000,000 of the $12,000,000 
to $15,900,000 in overcharges ex- 
acted from the policyholders since 
Nov. 15. 1922, and propose to keep 
the remaining $8,000,000 or more. 

A circular ietter recommending a 
course of action has been sent to 
the companies, under date of Aug. 
8. by the Subscribers’ Actuarial 
Committee, 222 West Adams street, 
Chicago. A copy was sent to the 
State Insurance Department. In- 
surance Superintendent Thompson 
said he understood the committee 
was a central rating organization 
with which all of the companies 
involved were affiliated. 

“We Advise Resistance.” 

“The present indications are 
that the State of Missouri will pur- 
sue their claims asserted under the 
rate order for the period prior to 
Feb. 1, 1928, and if they persist in 
that action we advise resistance,” 
the committee’s letter stated. “We 
have not given up hope that the 
State may yet abandon the course 
which we regard as unfair. If 
compelled to carry the matter 
through the courts, the committee 
recommends that these claims be 
resisted by every lawful means.” 

The 191 companies are in-two 
classes, as to the legal question of 
refunds. One group of 114 com- 
panies signed a stipulation with 
the insurance department as to the 
manner in which the original con- 
test of the reduction, in the State 
courts, should be conducted. It 
included agreements that the re- 
duction, if finally sustained, should 
apply alike to all classes of fire, 
lightning, hail and wind storm in- 
surance, and that refunds of excess 
premiums collected would be made 
by the companies. The State con- 
tends these 114 companies must 
make refunds for the full period 
from Nov. 15, 1922.

The other group includes 41 
companies which were parties to 
the original litigation. but did not 
sign the stipulation. and 36 other 
companies which entered business 
in the State after the suite started 
and were not parties to the litiga- 
tion.

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POWERS DECIDE 
10 MEET ISSUE 
ON REPARATIONS 


Chief Delegates Will Con- 
fer With Snowden Today 
in Hope of Breaking 
Hague Deadlock. 


BRITISH DELEGATE 
. MAKES APOLOGY 


Withdraws Words Used to 
Cheron in Discussion— 
Insists on  England’s 
Claims for More Money.

THE HAGUE, Aug. 10.—Heads of 
the delegations of the six leading 
Powers at The Hague conference 
for putting into effect the Young 
plan decided late tonight to meet 
at 11 a, m. tomorrow for a frank, 
plain talk to decide whether it was 
worth while continuing théir work. 

Delegates 6f France, Italy, Ger- 


many, Belgium and Japan will dis- 
cuss plainly with Philip Snowden, 
British Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, whether is any hope of 
breaking the deadlock into which 
British demands for a larger share 
of German payments has brought 
the conference. 

A meeting of the financial com- 
mittee, of which Snowden fs a 
member, is scheduled for Monday 
morning, but after a meeting in the 
apartments of Premier Briand of 
France this afternoon the Powers 
in favor of accepting the Young 
plan integrally, apparently thought 
it was better to adopt the forth- 
right methods of discussion which 
Snowden has used since the con- 
ference opened on Tuesday. 

Premier Briand of France, 
Premier Jaspar of Belgium, Sen- 
ator Mosconi of Italy, ad Adatchi 
of Japan met at Briand’s apart- 
ment and went over the whole 
gituation to see what could be done 
and what course should be taken 
in case the British. delegation re- 
mains obdurate. 


A crisis invelving the possible 
collapse of the conference was 
averted temporarily today by the 
action of the Financial Committee 
in taking a recess until Monday 
without taking up Snowden’s pro- 
posal. 


The day began with a speech by 
W. Graham, president of the Brit- 
ish Board of Trade, setting forth 
how the British economic situa- 
tion was iv sely affected by de- 
liveries in kind and how it was 
keeping a great many English 
workingmen idle.

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Home Rule Over 


Former Mayor of Detroit Who Gave That City 


Utilities, Discusses 


the Street Car Situation Here.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—"“Grant 
no more franchises,” is the earn- 
est advice of James Couzens, Re- 
publican Senator from Michigan, 
to the people of St. Louis, on the 
question of dealing with public 
utilities. 
Couzens’ successful fight to res- 
cue the people of Detroit from the 
oppressive and extortionate prac- 
tices of the street railway com- 
pany, remains one of the most bril- 
liant chapters in the history of 
municipal progress in this country. 
It began with his appointment as 
Street Railway Commissioner, soon 
after he sold his interest in the 
Ford Motor Co. for $33,000,000, 
and determined to devote the re- 
mainder of his career to public 
service. It culminated during his 
two terms as Mayor, when the city 
bought the street railways on 
Couzens’ own terms. On the basis 
of this extraordinary record he was 
sent to the United States Senate, 
where he has become one of the 
most influential figures in the na- 


tion Survey Commission. | tional Government. 


It was because of his singular 
knowledge of the subject that the

“The situation in Detroit, when 


T became Commissioner of Street 


Railways in 1917,” Senator Couz- 
ens explained, “was similar to that 
which exists in many other large 
cities. Originally the city was 


served by a number of independent 


lines, most of which operated un- 


der franchises which fixed the rate) 


of fare. Eventually all these lines 


were acquired by the Detroit Unit- 


ed Railways Co., and consolidated 


in a single system. Since the orig-' 


inal franchises were expiring at 
intervals, the company 


franchise covering the entire sys- 
tem. 

“There was continuous troypbic 
between the city and the company. 
The company was continually seek- 
ing to increase fares, in spite of 
the original franchise provisions. 
Service was unsatisfactory. Detroit 
was growing at a tremendous rate, 
and the company refused to make 
needed extensions and improve- 
ments, always using the excuse 
that it could not obtain capital be- 
cause it had no general franchise.” 
Couzens took the lead in the 
fight to protect the public from 
the company’s demands. Public 
sentiment already was hostile to 
the company, and Couzens mobil- 
ized it effectively. So formidable 
did this opposition become that the 
company assumed a conciliatory 
attitude, and offered to accept a 
franchise fixing a fare of eight 
tickets for a quarter. The public, 
however, was warned that the 
company, after receiving the fran- 
chise, might seek through court 
action an increase in the fare. 
Moreover, there was a growing 
sentiment in favor of municipal 
ownership. Consequently when the 
franchise proposition was sub- 
mitted to a popular referendum, it 
was defeated. -. 


Couzens was elected Mayor in 
1917 on the strength of this record. 
Vested with authority to formulate 
and carry out a definite policy to- 
ward the street railways, he pro- 
ceeded to the task with character- 
istic vigor. 


“We decided then,” the Senator 
related, “that the only satisfactory 
way to deal with the company was 
on the basis of revocable permits. 
By this means the city could estab- 
lish home rule, retaining control 
over rates and service. Moreover, 
it had the added advantage of not 
binding the city for a long term of 
years, thus leaving the way open 
to municipal ownership when the 
time became ripe for it. Accord- 
ingly, as the original individual 
franchises expired, the city issued 
permits allowing the company to 
continue operation of the respective 
lines. The City Council had power 
to revoke these permits at any 
time. 

“Of course, the company was 
dissatisfied. It declined to make 
extensions and improvements or- 
dered by the city, on the ground 
that it was impossible to obtain 


capitai to finance a company 
whose tenure of the streets rested 
on such a precarious right as thai 
conferred by mere permits. 

“I said: ‘Is that so! Well, gen- 
tlemen, we will fix that." So we 
passed an ordinance through the 
City Council by which the city 
| guaranteed to reimburse the com- 
pany for all expenditures made by 
the city’s order and under the city’s 
supervision, in the event the com- 
pany’s permit were revoked. On 
the strength of this guarantee the 
banks were ready to advance all 
the capital that was needed, and 
there was no more talk about te 
impossibility of financing improve- 
ments. How could there be ?—the 
city’s credit was good. 

“We supervised and kept an ac- 
counting of all money spent by the 
company thenceforth—necessarily, 
because the city had to look for- 
ward to the possibility of reim- 
bursing the company at some fu- 
ture date. Incidentally, city. super- 
vision also eliminated all oppor- 
tunities for the inside grafting that 
we know sometimes occurs on 
such contracts. 

“Eventually the city did acquire 
the lines, and it did reimburse the 
company for its capital expendi- 
tures, so there is no room for ar- 
gument about whether it can be 
done. It was done in Detroit, and 
it worked out exactly as we had 
planned. 

“Now,” continued the smiling, 
confident Senator, “you ask me 
what I would do if I were con- 
fronted by a situation like that 
which exists in St. Louis. If I 
were Mayor of St. Louis I would 
call in the heads of the street car 
company, and I would say: 

“Gentlemen, we have no de- 
sire to destroy your property 
rights, but neither does the city 
intend to let you mulct the peo- 
ple of St. Louis. The city is 
ready to grant you a continuing 
license to operate, subject to rev- 
ocation by the city. In return 
for the privilege of using our 
streets, we will require you to 
give adequate service, and we 
will compel you to spend all the 
money necessary for extensions 
and improvements. We promise 
to let you operate on a fare that 
is fair to you and satisfactory to 
us, and if at any time we decide 
to revoke your permit for the . 
purpose of taking over your lines 
or tor any other purpose, the 
city will reimburse you for the 
money spent on extensions and 
improvements ordered and 
supervised by the city, on the 
basis of actual cost to you, less 
depreciation and obsolesence.’ 

“That is what I would do,” said 
Senator Couzens, “and it is all that 
any honest public utility should 
ask. The company would not ex- 
perience the slightest difficulty in 
financing all needed expenditures. 
How could it?—the city’s credit is 
good.” 

“As a matter of fact.” he went 
on, “the franchise is an obsolete 
thing. The permit is virtually a 
license to operate Guring good be- 
havior, with a guarantee of reim- 
bursement in the event of revoca- 
tion. The advantage to the com- 
pany of such an arrangement is 80 
obvious that it is absurd to argue 
it. I cannot understand why a 
practical and honest utility oper- 
ator would be demanding a fran- 
chise in this day and age. It sounds 
like a promoter’s scheme to me.” 

The reporter explained to Sena- 
tor Couzens the reorganization of 
the St. Louis street car company 
by J. K. Newman, and the scheme 
for makMmg a huge profit out of a 
new long-term franchise. 

“I thought it must be some game 
like that,” was the dry rejoinder. 
“Of course the professional pro- 
moter doesn’t like the permit sys- 
tem. His game is to organize a 
public utility) company, skim off 
several million dollars of the cream 
and beat it out of town, leaving 
the car riders to pay the bill. The 
permit plan, which protects the 
public and merely allows the com- 
pany to earn a fair return on an 
honest investment, has no attrac- 
tions for the promoter. But a 
practical operator, who is on the 
level with his business and with 
the public, prefers a permit which 
insures a fair return and a guar- 
antee against the loss of his invest- 


ment.' He would be a fool if he 
didn't.”

A similar inquiry will be made 
in St. Louis, Dr. Stewart says, to 
determine whether any persons are 
practicing there without licenses. 
Attorney-General Shartel will be 
requested to aid in the inquiry and 
begin prosecutions of persons prac- 
ticing without Missouri licenses. 

The list of 36 persons alleged to 
be practicing in Kansas City with- 
out Missouri licenses was compiled 
by the Jackson County Medica! 
Association and submitted to the 
Board of Health, whose medical 
license records did not show that 
they had been licensed in Missouri. 
Several of them are known to be 
graduates of medical schools which 
aye not recognized as reputable 
under the Missouri law, Dr. Stew- 
art says, and several others hold 
licenses from other states, but have 
failed to také examinations for 
Missouri licenses or lack the medi- 
cal credentials to yualify for an 
examination. 

This is a part of the campaign 
recently begun by the Health 
Board against unlicensed doctors, 
quacks and all persons posing as 
doctors. 

Forty-two osteopaths in good 
standing in their local society ar 
Kansas City had been listed under 
the medical doctors’ classification 
in the telephone directory, Stewart 
said. He added that they say a 
mistake was made by the telephone 
company and that the company has 
been notified to correct it.

FROT ARREST MADE 
IN PHILIPPINES GRAFT 


Sectional Chief in Insular Post- 
office Department Charged 
With $109,000 Theft. 


By the Associated Press. 
MANILA, Aug. 10. — The first 


criminal complaint in connection 
with a recent investigation which 


disclosed widespread thefts in the 
Bureau of Posts and the Bureau 
of Commerce and Industry resulted 
today in -the arrest of Florencio 
Reyes, chief of the stamp section 
of the Postoffice department. 

Reyes was charged with the 
theft of stamps worth 218,000 
peos ($109,000). Seven other 
section chiefs were dismissed and 
may be subjected to criminal pros- 
ecution. 

By order of Gov. Gen. Dwight 
F. Davis, complaint also probably 
will be filed against several former 
employes of the engineer island 
section of the Bureau of Commerce 
and Industry, where $100,000 
worth of government property is 
said to have been stolen. Engineer 
island is a place where government 
ships are overhauled. 

Besides the thefts, the {nvestiga- 
tion disclosed that-with the conniv- 
ance of Bureau of Posts employes, 
the mails were widely used for 
smuggling narcotics, jewels and 
silks.

$135,000. 

On only one of the seven items 
measured did the city benefit in 
quantity. The price for wood-block 
street replacement was $1 per 
square foot. Pitzman found 1580 
square feet had been replaced, 
which was 158,5 per cent more 
than Ryckoff charged for.

United States immigration quota 
law by moving into Willow Glen, 
Mont., from Canada several years 
ago, was deported back to Scot- 
land today on the Adriatic, despite 
all the efforts of the Anaconda 
Copper Co., his employers, to keep 
him here. 

With him went his wife, born 
in Scotland but reared in Canada, 
and the two small daughters, one 
born in Canada and the other in 
the United States. 

They arrived at Ellis Island 
four days ago after a long trip 
across the country from Montana 
aboard a special train filled with 
deportees, many of them recruit- 
ed from penitentiaries and asy- 
lums. 

Ross came from §cotland to 
Canada eight years ago. There he 
married, and one daughter was 


born before the Rosses crossed into 
Montana, 

Entirely ignorant of the fact 
that he had violated immigration 
laws, Ross said, he got work as a 
farmhand on a dairy farm owned 
by the Anaconda Copper Co. 

Ross is alert, intelligent and in- 
dustrious, and he had received ex- 


cellent training on his father’s 
farm back in Scotland. Dr. H. C. 
Gardner, chief of all the dairy | 


projects of the Anaconda Copper | 
Co., became interested in him and | 
a few months ago made him super- | 
intendent of the ranch at Willow 
Glen. 

Then somebody informed immi- 
gration authorities that Ross was 
living in the United States in vio- 
lation of immigration laws. He and 
his family were ordered deported, 
although Dr. Gardner did his ut- 
most to get a more lenient ruling 
from Washington. Ross was not 
even permitted to go back to 
Canada.

Committee Recommendations. 

The committee recommended: 

That the companies comply 
with the rate order as of Feb. 1, 
1928, “which we regard as the 
effective date of the rate order 
as to all companies, if valid.” 

Prompt refunds to policyhold- 
ers on all policies issued, effec- 
tive on or after Feb. 1, 1928, in 
the amount of 10 per cent of 
premiums on fire, lightning, hail 
and windstorm insurance in Mis- 
souri, except automobile insur- 
ance. 

That refunds be made through 
the company agents or other ap- 
propriate mediums available. 
“and we recommend that the 
matter be acted upon diligently 
and in agood faith effort to re- 
turn the moneys to every policy- 
holder entitled thereto.” 

That accurate records of the 
refunds be kept. and of the ef- 
forts made where its return may 


; 


prove impracticable or impossi- 
ble. 

One issue in the controversy not 
affecting the policyholders, but of | 
considerable importance to the 
company agents, has been the posi- 
tion to be taken by the companies 
as to requiring their agents to re- 
turn a proportionate part of their 
commissions to the companies if 
the refunds were enforced.

Doctor Makes Test of Real Es- 
tate Dealer’s Body, Ordered 
Exhumed by Relatives. 


A chemical analysis and examin- 
ation of the body of William W. 
Portmann, 71-year-old real estate 
dealer, exhumed Friday at Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery at the request 
of relatives who are contesting his 
will. yesterday substantiated the 
diagnosis of the attending physi- 
cian.

W. T. Dewart Failed to 
Declare Considerable 
Amount of Foreign Made 
Goods, Officers Report. 


By Leased Wire from the New York 

Bureau.of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The New 
York World learned today that Wil- 
liam T. Dewart, president of the 
Sun, who returned July 9 from Eu- 
rope and declared $375 of dutiable | 
articles was later fined $3,339.46 by 
customs officials for failure to in- 
clude on his declaration papers 
household goods and wearing ap- 
parel, bought in Europe, and valued 
by the officials at $1669.73. 

This information was obtained 
and the facts authenticated 
through Washington officials. 

Dewart arrived July 9 on the 
Majestic. He filed a declaration re- 
turn for $375 worth of dutiable ar- 
ticles, but the Customs officer, on 
going through his 42 pieces of bag- 
gage, found a considerable amount 
of undeclared foreign-made goods 
and refused to allow Dewart to 
take his luggage off the pier. The 
trunks then were taken to the Cus- 
toms warehouse and turned over 
to the appraisers. 

After appraisal, it was found the 
foreign value of the undeclared 
goods was $1029 and the American 
value, plus duty, was $1669.73. At 
a hearing the next day, Dewart was 
represented by an attorney who of- 
fered no satisfactory explanation 
why the goods found in the trunk 
had not been declared. 

Dewart was fined twice the 
amount of the appraised valuation, 
and, upon paying the fine, was 
permitted to take his luggage. The 
findings of this hearing were kept 
secret several weeks. They were 
not made public until they were 
filed in Washington. 

Dewart long has been affiliated 
with the Munsey interests. Upon 
the death of the latter, in Decem- 
ber, 1925, it was found his will con- 
tained the provision that Dewart 
be elected to the presidency of all 
the Munsey enterprises. This was 
complied with, as well as the pro- 
vision in the will that the proper- 
ties be liquidated for the benefit 
of the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. Dewart became a trustee un- 
der the Munsey will. 

Among the Munsey interests 
were the Sun and the Telegram. 
In 1926, Dewart became president 
of a corporation which purchased 
these two newspapers from the 
Munsey estate. In 1927 the Tele- 
gram was sold to the Scripps-How- 
ard chain. 

Dewart, when in New York, lives 
at 660 Park avenue. He has a 
summer residence at Alexandria 
Bay. He is married and has three 
children, William T. Jr., Thomas 
Wheeler and Mary. His wife was 
Mary Louise Wheeler, daughter of 
Commodore and Mrs. Thomas H. 
Wheeler.

Sea Wall at Antofagasta Wrecked;

$600,000 IN JEWELS 
TAKEN BY BURGLAR 


Robbery at Summer Home of 
S. E. Hutchinson While 
Family Sleeps.

SALEM, Mass, Aug. 10.—A bur- 
giar entered the summer home of 
S. E. Hutchinson, Philadelphia 
financier, at West Beach, Beveriy 


Farms, early today and obtained 
jewelry estimated to be worth 
more than $600,000. George A. 
Dobyne of St. Louis has his sum- 
mer home on the opposite side of 
the bay. 

The thief entered the bedrooms 
of three sleeping members of the 
Hutchinson family. A string of 
150 matched pearls worth $1000 a 
pearl, belonging to Mrs. Hutchin- 
son, formerly Miss Edith Stotes- 
bury, was taken from her bureau 
not three feet from where she 
slept. 

A few days ago $5000 worth of 
jewelry was stolen from the sum- 
mer home of Godfrey L. Cabot at 
Beverly Farms. 

The robbery of the Hutchinson 
home apparently was carefully 
planned. Several days ago a pet — 
poodle belonging to a married 
daughter of the Hutchinsons was 
drugged. Although the animal 
was in one of the looted rooms 
during the night, it had not recov- 
ered sufficiently to give the alarm. 

The thief was detected at work 
when Mrs. Hutchinson was awak- 
ened by the glare of a flashlight. 
Her screams awakened other mem- 
bers of the household. Beverly . 
Farms police searched the house 
and neighborhood for hours with- 
out finding a trace of the burglar, 
who fled when Mrs. Hutchinson 
screamed. His escape, police think, 
was made in a speed boat running 
with muffled exhaust.

With an escort of Austro-Hungarian police 
the last Russian citizens, a very motley 
group, were taken to the Swiss frontier. Zu- 
rich was already full to. overflowing with 
Russian refugees, We had the greatest dif- 
ficulty finding a small room for the four 
of us. We had to sleep on the floor and 
feed on porridge. When the first days of 
panic had passed it was’ possible to find bet- 
ter quarters. 

I entered actively into the life of the Swiss 
socialist party.

After every party 
meeting I went away more certain than ever 
that my position was right. 

I found my first supporters among mem- 
bers of the Workmen’s Union “Eintracht,” 
who were internationalists almost to a man. 
By arrangement with the managerial com- 
mittee in September I prepared a draft of 
a manifesto directed against war and social- 
patriotism. 

When the German and French socialist 
press gave a clear picture of the utter po- 
litical and moral failure of official socialism, 
I put aside my diary to devote myself to 
writing political pamphlets. One _ entitled 
‘“‘War and Internationalism” was published at 
Zurich in November, 1914, and with the as- 
sistance of Fritz Platton was fairly widely 
circulated, not only in Switzerland, but also 
in other countries.

Hohenzollern Sentence 

Is of Service to Him. 

Intended for German-speaking countries 
the pamphlet was directed in the first in- 
stance against German social democracy, the 
leading party of the Second International. The 
booklet was a skillful tool of Entente propa- 
ganda. : 

Later on in France I read, not without 
some astonishment, a dispatch from Switzer- 
land stating that I had been sentenged in 
my absence by some court in Germany to 
imprisonment for my Zurich pamphlet, From 
this I could see that my pamphlet had hit

I may add that the Hohenzollern Judges 
by their verdict and sentence, which I was 
not in any hurry to serve, rendered me a4 
most valuable service. The German sentence 
was alway a great obstacle to social-patriot- 
ic slanderers and “‘idealist”’ detectives and 
spies of the Entente in their noble efforts 
to prove that in reality I was merely an agent 
of the German General Staff. 

On Nov. 19, 1914, I crossed the French 
frontier as war correspondent of the news- 
paper, “Kief Mysl” (“Thought of Kief’’). 
Paris was sad, at dusk the streets were dark, 
zZeppelins hovered above. After the check suf- 
fered by the German armies on the Marne, 
the war became ever more cruel and exact- 


ing. 


Russian Newspaper 


Established in Paris. ) 
At the time the Germans were approaching 


Paris, and when many Frenchmen were leav- 
ing the capital, two Russian emigrants had 
established a small daily newspaper in the 
Russian language in Paris. It was intended 
to explain to the Russians whom fate had 
placed in Paris the true inwardness of the 
gigantic events then happening. and to keep 
the spirit of international solidarity from 
being extinguished. Under various names 
this paper continued to appear in France up 
to the Russian revolution of February, 1917. 
On my arrival in Paris I became a contribu- 
tor. 

My family joined me in France in May, 
1915. We settled in Sevres in a small house 
placed at our disposal for a few months by 
our young friend, the Italian painter, Rene 
Paresce,

Forged Passport Idea

VII—THE BIG LEAKS: ALCOHOL. 


HERE does all the liquor come from? 
What constitute the “big leaks” in pro- 


hibition?—Typical questions most  fre- 
quently propounded to me. 
The “leaks” are many and varied. Some 


I shall mention and describe, not to indi- 
cate, in any sense, a final failure of pro- 
hibition, for in my candid opinion it has not 
failed of its essential purpose—the limita- 
tion and restriction of liquor consumption— 
but rather to serve as a basis of a better 
understanding, by the reader, of suggestions 
I shall advance farther along in this discus- 
sion for improvement in prohibition enforce- 
ment methods. Lack of information, or too 
much from unreliable and biased sources, 
has clouded the perspective to such an ex- 
tent that the formation of sound conclusions 
with respect to a remedy is made difficult 
indeed. 

To illustrate: Hardly a day passes, right 
here in the nation’s capital, that either po- 
lice or prohibition agents do not make a siz- 
able seizure of “‘moonshine” liquor flowing 
in from stills in nearby Maryland or Vir- 
ginia. At the time this is being written, 
newspapers carry stories of a seizure of more 
than 3000 quarts of “Maryland corn’’ tem- 
porarily parked in a garage. Most people, 
unfamiliar with the liquor history of the na- 
tional capital, would naturally view seizures 
such as the above, which are reported al- 
most daily in the local news sheets, as the 
direct outgrowth of the prohibition law. 


Moonshine Eclipsed. 

Such is not the case, however. Ready 
market for tax-free liquor has always ex- 
isted in the metropolitan centers of Baltimore 
and Washington. Stills were in active and 
numerous operation long before prohibition. 
Corn liquor has always been a more or less 
popular beverage with certain indiscriminat- 
ing drinkers. Many old-time saloon keepers 
of Baltimore and Washington included the 
tax-free product among their merchandise, 
and reaped the enormous profits accruing 
from sale of the moonshine brew to a clien- 
tele whose pocketbook or taste was satisfied 
with the cheaper article. There may be, and 
probably there is, more illicit distilling 
sround Washington now than before prohibi- 
tion. But the basic condition always ex- 


isted. The only difference being that in the 


old days it attracted little attention. 


Methods of securing alcoho) with which to, 


supply a thirsty populace are as ingenious as 
they are numerous. Some time ago a drug 
concern located in a sparsely populated town 
in Texas secured the release on permits for 
medicinal use of 200 barrels of Jamaica gin- 
ger. Jamaica ginger is 90 per cent alcohol. 
Two hundred barrels of it would take care 
of quite a sizable quantity of old-fashioned 
“tummy-aches”—many more than would be 
likely to occur in a sparsely populated Tex- 
as community! The fact is obvious that such 
an immense quantity of the “ready” could 
not have any legitimate medicina) distribu- 
tion by any one drug concern in any one smal] 
locality. 
Biggest Leak of All. 

In my honest judgment, the greatest sin- 
gle source of liquor supply today is alcohol 


| diverted illegally from concerns bearing the 
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stamp of respectability in the rorm of a Gov- 
ernment permit. 

Long before national prohibition the Gov. 
ernment authorized certain industries, such 
as paint factories, dye and chemical plants, 
manufacturers of perfume, etc., to withdraw 
tax-free alcohol for use in the preparation 
of such products. Under the existing law 
these industries are still permitted to with- 
draw alcohol with no restriction other than 
regulations promulgated by the Treasury De- 
partment. 

I maintain, and have from my experience 
for years, that these regulations stop far 
short of the proper legal control necessary to 
keep industrial alcohol from being the chief 
source of the illicit cocktail supply. 

Let no one make the mistake of assuming 
that I would hamper, harass or even make 
unduly difficult the conduct of legitinrute 
business which needs alcohol. But making 
the regulations which govern its use, crisp, 
definite and as restrictive as the law per- 
mits, would safeguard legitimate business, It 
would hamper only the illegitimate concerns 
which use their permit as a cloak to divert 
alcohol. These latter all divert through the 
well-known ruse of shipments via “cover 
houses.” A “cover house” is to the alcohol 
racketeer what a “fence” is to a thief. Let 
me illustrate. The dishonest permittee, un- 
der present regulations, is obliged only to 
show in his office a letter or some other form 
of confirmation of the sale of his products. 
Government Inspectors take a list of the 
places where the permittee’s files indicate 
that his products have gone. 


“None of Your Busifiess.”’ 

Now I will cite an actual incident. Inspec- 
tors found that Permittee “A” shipped 50.- 
000 gallons of highly alcoholic “Carnation 
Perfume” to “X.” The inspectors went to 
see “X.” They asked: “Did you receive 50,- 
000 gallons of ‘carnation perfume’ from Per- 
mittee A?” “X” replied, “Yes.” The inspec- 
tors looked about but “X” had apparently only 
a rented room, a desk and a telephone. They 
asked to see where the 60,000 gallons of 
“carnation perfume” was. “X” replied, “But 
it’s none of your—— business where it is 
or what I have done with it.” And the trag-

ment is concerned under the regulations as 
now written, it wasn’t any of the business of 
the inspectors to follow the product to its 
ultimate disposition. Nor can the inspectors 
who have plainly run into a lie return and 
charge the original permittee “A” with dere- 
liction of his duty or revoke his permit for 
sending 50,000 gallons of “carnation per- 
fume” to this fake establishment. These 
fake establishments with a set-up as ostensi- 
ble consignees, are what is known as “cover 
houses,” 

In my legal opinion the regutations issued 
by the Treasury Department could be so 
drawn as to drive these “cover houses” prac- 
tically out of business. To do it would, how- 
ever, mean standing firm against a tremen- 
dous lot of pounding from the organized 
drive of thousands of permittees with heavy 
political influence. I know this, because 
repeatedly my office has recommended legal 
changes in the regulations. 


The Alcohol Lobby. 

I remember specially the fate of our rec- 
ommendations about two years ago. They 
were well received by Dr. Doran, eommis- 
sioner and highly capable chemist, and other 
Treasury officials, and we all practitally 
agreed upon the details. But our puny legal 
beginnings of improvement in the regulations 
were exposed to the blighting political in- 
fluence of the alcohol trade! Resolutions 
against the proposed changes, which I didn’t 
know anyone but our two Government de. 
partments had seen, began to pour in. Lob- 
byists came to my office alleging that | was 
exerting a malignant influence over the Treas- 
ury Department! Drug associations, aiconoi 
lobbyists, the patent medicine group, al] ap- 
peared! Finally the regulations came out 
without the proposed changes. The improve- 
ments had died a-borning!

In an attempt to prevent the diversion of 
alcohol, Treasury regulations prescribe that 
it be treated by certain formula of denatur- 
ants which are supposed to make it undrink- 
able. For some uses the alcohol must be 
what is termed “specially denatured,” and for 
other uses “completely denatured.” Little 
trouble comes from misuse of the latter, 
which is either nauseous or poisonous. Much 
of the “specially denatured” alcohol, how- 
ever, is susceptible to manipulation whereby 
the denaturing products may be eliminated. 


General Andrews’ Regime. 

Crooked permittees naturally prefer the 
“specially denatured” type. Great preseure is 
exerted on every administrator to O. K. more 
and more, and weaker and weaker, formulas 
for “specially” denatured alcohol. Such per- 
mit becomes an open door by which the per- 
mittee can enter a field of operations entire- 
ly outside the law. The policy of handing 
out permit privileges has always been sub. 
jected to so much political pressure that it 
has been marked by vacillation and puerility. 
[It is true that while Dr. Orville Matthews 
was Commissioner Haynes’ assistant, he said 
definitely “no” to the multiplying applica- 
tions. But by the close of Gen. Andrews’ re 
gime permits and permittees had reached in- 
to higher mathematics. A thing little appre- 
hended but which formed a serious source 
of weakness in enforcement, was that the 
amounts of alcohol that permittees could han- 
dle monthly were enlarged, and alcohol man- 
ufacturing plants are given the right to make 
unlimited quantities of alcohol. These plants 
are not bootlegging concerns by any means, 
but they are making all the alcohol that they 
can sell, and the amount that they can sell 


beyond the reasonable growth of businesses 
and trades that need alcohol for legitimate 
purposes. Witness how some alcoho] manu- 
facturing stocks have skyrocketed on the 
stock exchanges; note also the increased im- 
ports of sugar for alcohol factories. 
Investment bankers, in advertising an issue 
of securities of an industrial alcohel compa- 
ny, included in their prospectus the follow- 
ing:

IS WAR PREVENTABLE? 

That the world cannot hope lightly to break with 
the tradition that war is inevitable and unprevent- 
able is proved by a recent debate before the Ameri- 
can Institute of Politics between Dr. Willis J. Abbott, 
one of the editors of the Christian Science-Monitor, 
and Admiral Rogers, retired. 

Dr. Abbott belongs to that school to which we our- 
selves subscribe. That is, he believes that to be ef- 
fective the Kellogg pact should have teeth in it. There 
should be some obligation upon the part of all the 
signatories to scotch the offender, and Dr. Abbott 
proposes that in our own case we prohibit the export 
of arms and munitions or loans of money to any na- 
tion wilfully disturbing the peace of the world. 

Admiral Rogers disagrees with this school of 
thought. He refuses to join in the feeling that 
diplomacy has been a cause rather than a preventive 
of war, which he regards as being at length the only 
possible means of settling some disputes. There is, 
in his opinion, a point beyond which diplomacy can- 
not go—a point, indeed, beyond which the purposes 
of human progress are not served by the interposition 
of any deterrent. 

It was this tradition that broke the lance of Wood- 
row Wilson. It had already rendered meaningless 
the peace tribunal at The Hague. It is too early to 
say that this tradition is passing, for few such pow- 
erful beliefs have gripped the minds of men. Never- 
theless, it does seem that the tradition is weak- 
ening. With all its toothlessness, the Kellogg pact 
was itself a proof that war is not in our time the 
certitude it has been. To have made such a proposal 
even before the World War would have been to be 
laughed at. The operation of a changing psychol- 
ogy in such a field is one of the most interesting 
phenomena of history. Certainly the outlook for 
rationalism could not have been blacker than on the 


day when Socrates drank the hemlock. Nor could 


the outlook for the philosophy of the four Gospels 
have been more despairing than it was at the outset 


of the Christian era. -Yet both have come to con-

HEADY BIT BY THE EARL OF BIRKENHEAD. 


That astute showman, George Bernard Shaw, had 
some remarks to make the other day. on the value 
of political window dressing. He went so far as to 
say that the Conservatives, in the last election, had 
an excellent program but no one to dress it up for 
them. Surely the sage of Adelphi Terrace has for- 
gotten the Earl of Birkenhead, whose wit and bril- 
liancy have enlivened so many a dull campaign.

The Earl was inter- 
rupted in mid-speech not long ago by the strident 
voice of a woman raised (apropos of foreign policy) 
to inquire: “What did your Government ever do for 
us women?” In calm, measured tones came the re- 
ply: “Well, Madam, we gave virgins the vote—and 
we gave maternity benefits to mothers—and we gave 
widows the pension. And I strongly suggest that you 
take instant steps to qualify yourself with one of 
these three classes.” That, we maintain, is window 
dressing of quality.

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AFTER READING A MEMOIR. 


We hold no brief, as lawyers and Congressmen 
are wont to say, for Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt.

Of more permanent value to the reader, of course, 
will be what Mrs. Willebrandt has to say about 
prohibition enforcement. Here-is a field of contro- 
versy in which sincerity is thrice welcome. We 
should all be better off if the politicians on both 
sides of the question—and those who try to straddle 
it—had more of that shining quality. 
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THE YOUNG PLAN IN THE BALANCE. 

The attitude of the British Government toward 
war debts and reparations has been so far removed 
from cantankerousness in the reconstruction period 
that it is surprising to have the Young plan held up 
from this quarter. Yet this is what is happening at 
The Hague, where Philip Snowden, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, threatens to bring the reparations 
conference to a stalemate unless Britain is better 
treated. 

Mr. Snowden insists that the division of German 
payments among the allies, as written into the Young 
plan at Paris, is unfair to Great Britain, and he 
demands a larger share before The Hague parley 
proceeds with further discussion of the Young plan. 
He also wants to reopen the questions of conditional 
payments and deliveries in kind, which, of course, 
will involve Germany as well as the allies. “I do 
not accept the theory,” says Mr. Snowden, “that 
the committee of experts who met at Paris is 
infallible.” 

France, Belgium and Italy are equally insistent 
that the Young plan stand as drafted at Paris. 

It is reasonable to assume that the plan, adopted 
after long, hard weeks in Paris, after bitterness had 
been ironed into compromise by the tact and patience 
of Owen D. Young, is the best that could be agreed 
upon by all. But it must be remembered that the 
Baldwin Conservative Government represented Great 
Britain at the Paris conference and signed the 
Young plan. The MacDonald Labor Government now 
points out that Great Britain is being made to bear 
the chief financial loss under the compromise plan, 
which failed to reimburse her for payments pre- 
viously made to the United States, amounting with 


accrued interest to approximately $1,000,000,000. On 


future payments, under the Young plan, Great 
Britain will merely break even in reparations re- 
ceived and debts paid out. For example, in 1930 she 
is scheduled to receive $40,000,000 less than she would 


have received under the Dawes plan. Frarice at the 


same time will receive $80,000,000 less, since all 
nations agreed to scale down their claims on Ger- 
many. But, and here is the crux of the situation, 
this will cause Great Britain only to break even, 
while France will receive $120,000,000 in excess of 


her total outpayments. 


Britain is og upon to make a sacrifice. And 
we confidently jeve that the MacDonald Govern- 
ment, with the Young plan hanging in the balance, 
will modify its demands so as not to block a vital 
avenue to world peace and financial stability. Mr. 
Snowden has frankly stated Britain’s position; that 
was undoubtedly necessary for political reasons at 
home and for setting a policy in future international 
adjustments of debts. With The Hague conference 
adjourned over the week-end, a solution may even 
now be quietly under way.

ALFRED E. SMITH’S REPORT.

He declared that “there are 
1100 inmates in our prisons today for 
whom no cells are available” and appealed 
to the Legislature, then, as now, strongly 
Republican, to take steps to remedy this 
situation in advance of trouble. 

The Legislature sat back on its haunches, 
confident, as usual, that it knew more than 
the Governor, and did nothing.

ily expanding market for the 
commercial alcohol industry. 
which in the United States has 
grown from an annual produc- 
tion of 1,000,000 gallons in 1906 
to more than 90,000,000 gallons 
in 1928.” 

Would it be unfair to the lezgiti- 
mate alcohol companies, anxious 
to keep a legitimate business, to re- 
strict the amount they can manu- 
facture to some figure reasonably 
near the actual needs of the coun- 
try? 

In my judgment, one of the 
most important steps to stop the 
largest source of liquor supply in 
the country today is for the Com- 
merce Department or some other 
disinterested agency to find out 
how much alcoho! is really needed 
to meet actual industrial demands, 
and then limit the issuance of per- 
mit privileges to figures reasonably 
near such needs. To deliberately 
grant so many privileges where 
liquor can flow in unlimited 
amounts just means increasing pro- 
portionately the number of inspec- 
tors to watch how the privileges 
are used. But no such increases 
in the inspectors’ forces have been 
made. It would have been simpler 
to have withheld these grants. To 
trace ‘eaks has become well-nigh 
hopeless. The Government’s policy 
has been like pouring BB shot on 
the floor with one hand and trying 
to pick it up with the other. 

I'm not inferring that ali per- 
mittees are dishonest. Far from it. 
But the honest ones are put at a 
disadvantage by the weak-kneed 
policy of too easy grant of permits. 
They should not be subjected to 
the competition of “fly-by-night” 
concerns. There is every economic 
reason that old firms with estab- 
lished reputation will use Govern- 
ment privileges most fairly. They 
should be given first chance. Al- 
lowing newly organized firms to 


' 
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should be done very infrequently. 
Some lawyers in the Treasury De- 
partment have justified their “yes- 
yes” policy by saying that the pro- 
hibition law gives the Commission- 
er no power to say “no” to appli- 
cants for permit privileges unless 
they are found to be actually con- 
victed law breakers. I do not so 
construe the law. The only way 
any law can be made certain is to 
have the courts speak on it. I have 
urged, literally begged, prohibition 
officials yearly since 1922 to refuse 
applications and let the applicants 
sue. I have looked with eagerness 
to the chance thus to clarify the 
limits of discretionary powers of 
the Treasury Department in such 
matters. But the Prohibition Of- 
fice has said “no” so seldom that 
only one case raising the question 
has reached the Supreme Court of 
the United States in the whole 10 
years of enforcement. It was the 
case of the Ma-King Products Co., 
271 U. 8S. 479, where the Court ob- 
served, “Here plainly the refusal of 
the permit involved no error of 
law.”

conditions might be quite different 
if a sturdy policy of restriction of 
| special permits had been steadily 
maintained from the first. 

Permits are no longer issued in 
Washington, but the formulae for 
these specially denatured alcohol 
privileges are subject to approval 
at Washington. In the reorganiza- 
tion of the last year and since civil 
service ratings have been required, 
some courageous administrators 
have been wrestling valiantly with 
the permit situation in their re- 
spective districts. Their task is no 
easy one, for although they may 
say “no” to the loose issuance of a 
new permit, most of them took 
charge of districts where far too 
many permits were already in ex- 
istence. It is a much harder job 
under the law to revoke a privilege 
once given, upon which the citizen 
may be able to show a large out- 
lay, than it is to. prevent his secur- 
ing the Government sanction to 
handle alcohol in the beginning. 


One Leak Plugged. 


To illustrate: In Philadelphia 
there functions as Prohibition Ad- 


ministrator Col. Samuel O. Wynne, 
one of the ablest men in the entire 


service. He inherited a whole flock 
of malodorous out-and-out divert- 
ers of alcohol from former halcyon 
days for alcoho] racketeers in the 


City of Brotherly Love when per- 
mits were -apparently doled out 
with a prodigal hand. He is reduc- 
ing the flow of elcohol in his dis- 
trict very materially. 

Frequently agents are called 

upon for a high degree of courage 
in curbing these powerful permit- 
tees. On Dec. 12, 1925, two invest- 
igators, Leo Connor and Andrew 
Quigley, with whom I have come 
into close personal contact with 
the result that I hold their effi- 
ciency and integrity in the highest 
esteem, “bumped off” the Burling- 
ton Distillery at Burlington, N J. 
These men were informed by the 
Burlington people, “You 
won't last 30 days.” 
On Jan. 2, 1926, at 11 a. m., these 
agents were handed a_ telegram 
dated Dec. 31, from Washington, 
which read: 


“Your services are discon- 
tinued at the close of business 
as of Dee 31, 1925, without 
dereliction or misconduct. 
(Signed) WALTON A. GREEN. 
However, when the men stood 
pat and dignifiedly refused to enter 
into any bargains for reinstatement, 
W. G. Murdock, as administrator 
working for Gen. Andrews, said, 
“For God's sake don’t tell any- 
body, not even your families, about 
that telegram.” The men were re- 
instated. 

This Burlington concern had 


been given a permit in 1920. The 
permit had been withdrawn by the 
Government for several years, but 
about 1924 there wes a rvorgani- 
zation of the company ard a re- 
issuance of permit privileges. The 
evidence of the diversion cf about 
95,000 gallons of alcshol through a 
cover house was very piain When 
the revocation of the permit was 
in litigation, the Guvernment was 
“represented” by Roscoe Harper, 
another one of Gen. Andrews’ ap- 
pointments mentioned eisewhere. 
He failed to call as witnesses the 
two agents who hao collected the 
evidence. Consequently the Gov-

ernment lost the case, and the per- 


just described, the power to manu- 
facture an unlimited quantity of 
alcoho! and to put it out denatured 
by any one of the special formulas 
many of which enable the alcohol 
to be used in, beverages after a 
comparatively simple cleaning 
process. 


Locking Door Before Theft. 


As an excellent example of the 
value of a thorougy investigation 
before granting permits, the 
Quaker Industrial Alcohol] Distillery 
is a case in point. It nad a broad 
basic permit granted in 1924. In 
1927 it asked for the additional 
right to withdraw 100000 gallons 
a month of their own “specially 
denatured” alcohol for the purpose 
of manufacturing, on their prem- 
ises, ethyl acetate. The adminis- 
trator before whom their request 
was pending refused to say “yes” 
loosely, without a carefu! investi- 
gation. The investigation disclosed 
that there was no legitimate mar- 
ket for the requested ethy! acetate, 
and the plant did not have the ca- 
pacity to handle that much alcohol. 
The alleged increase was based 
upon faked orders. As a result 6f 
a court hearing the permit to with- 
draw the 100,000 gailons o: alcohol 
a month was nct only refused but 
the Quaker Industrial Alcohol Dis- 
tillery had its permit privileges re- 
voked on the ground of fraud. 


A Six-Thousand-Pollar Bribe. 


In October, 1928, in Baltimore, 
Col A. W. W. Woodcock, one of 
the ablest of United States Attor- 
neys, successfully prosecuted an 
alcohol case which is quite typical 
of the kinds of fraud in diversion 
which often are not detected or 
stopped.

When a member of the House 
of Deputies, Jean Longuet, on his 
own initiative called on Monsieur 
Briand to protest against my 
deportation, the French Prime 
Minister replied to him: “Do you 
know that ‘Our Word’ was found 
at Marseilles on Russian soldiers 
who assassinated their Colonel?” 


Soldiers Who Stoned Officer Had 
Copr of Paper. 
Longuet knew of the “Zimmer- 
wald” attitude of the paper, but 
the assassination of the Colonel 
could not but be a surprise for 
him. 
Longuet asked for an explana- 
tion. My French friends asked me, 
but I knew as much of the Mar- | 
seilles assassination as they did. 
The matter happened to come to 
the knowledge of the correspond- 
ents of the Russian Liberal press, 
who were opponents in principle of 
“Nashe Slovo,” and they disclosed 
the hidden history of the Marseilles 
event. 
The fact was that simultaneous- 
ly with the dispatch of Russian sol- 
diers to Republican France, the 
Czar’s Government in great haste 
mobilized a suitable detachment of 
spies and agents-provocateurs.

Cut From a Larger Painting—Obtained by 
the Late S. T. Rathell at Sale of Admiral 
Farragut’s Effects. 


Although the rumpus Sir Joseph 
Duveen raised by doubting the au- 
thenticity of “La Belle Feronniere” 
is not. likely to be repeated in the 
instance of an ancient portrait of 
an Apostle’s head owned by Miss 
Grace Rathell of 5602 Enright ave- 
nue, this old picture offers the 
same generous leeway for con- 
troversy as did the alleged Da Vinci 
work. 

Differences arise at the outset 
when an attempt is made to name 
the Apostle represented in this 
canvas which time has criss-crossed 
with cracks. Dr. W. R. Valen- 
tiner, director of the Detroit In- 
stitute of Fine Arts, has pro- 
nounced it the head of St. Paul. He 
ascribes it to the eighteenth cen- 
tury. 

John Briggs Potter, keeper of 
paintings in the Museum of Fine 
Arts in Boston, another nationally 
recognized expert, thinks it a six- 
teenth or seventeenth century work, 
a product of the Bolognese school. 
Valentiner also considers it to be 
an Italian piece. Potter guessed 
the identity of the Apostle as St. 
Peter. 

Cut from Larger Painting. 

The painting was obviously only 
a part of a much larger work and 
apparently has been removed with 
a knife from this larger canvas. 
Its ragged edgés, tacked to the old 
frame, conjure up visions of in- 


Hussars stabling their horses in 
an Italian cathedral and hacking 
out the head as a souvenir be- 
cause the whole picture was too 
cumbersome for convenient trans- 
portation. 

Miss Rathell inherited the name- 


dealer whose home at 5618 Cabanne 
avenue, was once a treasure-trove 
of antiques and pieces of art. He 
acquired it when the effects of Ad- 
miral Farragut were auctioned off 

at “Londonderry,” the Admiral’s 
Maryland home, nearly 30 years 
ago. Where the Admiral found 
the painting during his travels has 
never been told. 

Lesser art experts than those 
named have inspected the painting 
and their conjectures place its age 
between 200 and 500 years. Miss 
Rathell thinks it is a fifteenth cen- 
tury painting. She bases her opin- 
ion upon a wide observation of the 
evolution of painting as illustrated 
in the improvements that came 
with the centuries. 

The Apostle—whoever he may 
be—is in the posture of a writer 
with stylus and a sheaf of papy- 
rus. His expression is attentive as 
if he were c@refully noting the 
words of a speaker. This circum- 
stance and the incorrect perspec- 
tive of the one visible forearm 
prove further that the work is 
fragmentary 

Figurines on Clock. 

Miss Rathell has other repre- 
sentations of Apostles—but these 
are exquisitely carved and colored 
wooden figurines which form the 
processional of an elaborate old 
Swiss clock eight feet high. This 
mechanism, reminiscent of those 
famed huge Apostles’ Clocks in the 
Strassburg and Prague cathedrals, 
was also one of her father’s treas- 
ures. It\was imported by A. N. 
Cuendet, a former St. Louis jew- 
eler who returned to Switzerland 
many years ago,

SENATOR LAFLAMME, NOTED 
CANADIAN LAWYER, DIES 


He Was Counsel for Harry K. 
Thaw and Mrs. James 
A. Stillman, 
By the Associated Press. 

MONTREAL, Que. Aug. 10.— 
Senator N. K. Laflamme, 61 years 
old, Montreal lawyer and a noted 
figure in Canadian legal circles, 
died today at his summer home 
near Montreal. 

Senator Laflamme, a native of 
Quebec, began the practice of law 
in 1893 and during the past 25 
years had figured in most of the 
important trials Held in the prov- 
ince, 

He was one of the counsel re- 
tained by Harry K. Thaw, mur- 
derer of Stanford White, the ar- 
chitect, when Thaw escaped into 
Quebec in 1913 from Matteawan 
Asylum. He succesfully blocked 
efforts of the New York authori- 
ties to obtain the return of Thaw 
until the Canadian immigration of- 
ficials forcibly ejected Thaw. 

Senator Laflamme was one of 
the attorneys. retained by Mrs. 
James A. Stillman at a Montreal 
hearing into the unsuccessful di- 
vorce action brought against her 
by her husband, the New York 
financier.

KAUFFMANN TIES 
A RECORD, TAKING 
HIS THIRD TITLE

PITTSBURG, Aug. 10.—Pitts- 
burg golfers, from the public link- 
ers to those who: play the ancient 
game on such exclusive courses as 
Oakmont, tonight hailed Car! 
Kauffmann, three times national 
champion of the municipal links. 
Homage was paid the 34-year-old 
stenographer-titieholder not only 
as the winner of the 1929 tourna- 
ment at St. Louis toda,, but as one 


who had won three successive 
championships, a feat accom- 
plished only once before, when 


Willie Anderson won the national 
open in 1903, 1904 and 1905. 

A near parallel to Kauff- 
mann’s record is that of Bobby 
Jones, who won the amateur four 
out of five years, the break coming 
in the middle when he was defeat- 
ed by Von Elm in 1926 after win- 
ning in 1924 and 1925. If Bobby 
should win this year’s event at Peb- 
ble Beach, Cal., after having been 
successful in 1927 and 1928, he will 
have equaled Kauffmann's mark. 
Kauffman won his first title af 
Cleveland in 1927 and the second 
at Buffalo in 1928. Im 1925 at 
New York he was beaten in the 
semifinal game and in 1926 he was 
defeated in the final at Buffglo. 
He fell short in attempting to 
qualify for the national amateur 
last year.

Soncrant started out with a 
cigar in his mouth, unlighted, 
much on the order of Otto Stein, 
when he is bowling. When he 
was making a shot he laid the 
cigar on the grass and then 
usually had a hard time finding 
it. He would shout “Fore,” and 
those near him would look 
around carefully before taking a 
step for fear of stepping on the 
cigar.

TILDEN-HUNTER 

TEAM DEFEATED; 
MERCUR WINNER

The Whitney colt, Whichone, 
victor in the Saratoga Special in 
such impressive manner yesterday, 
had won his last two outs, one at 
Saratoga and one at Aqueduct.

All the old fellows were 
against him and made the going 
just as tough as they could. Nowa- 
days every kid who shows promise 
gets help whenever he wants it. 

Managers 
take a lot of time to give him in- 
struction. And when he breaks 
into the batting order there are 
eight other fellows out there try- 
ing to make things easy and get 
him away to a good start. 

Which is ag it should be. We 
used to think that kid players 
should be snubbed and sat on, all 
the time. But we know better now, 
Long years of baseball have taught 
us that we've all got to come to the 
end of the string sometime—and 
there'll be a day when a kid will 
come along to step into all our 
jobs. Picking on the kids and 
making it tough won't keep us up 
there a single day longer and only 
hurts the club that we're trying to 
help win. I've made wp my mind 
that when the time comes for me to 
step out I'll do it gracefully, and I 
hope that the kid who steps into 
my shoes will be a better ballplayer 
than I have been. I mean that, too 
—and I think the other veterans 
feel the same way about it. Per- 
haps that’s the reason why s0 
many kids are coming up and 
showing so much stuff these days.

Players for St. Louis clubs have 
gained a place on the Babe Ruth 
All-America team in each of the 
four years in which the Post-Dis- 
patch has held the competition. 
Rogers Hornsby and Bottomley 
were honored in 1925 and Horns- 
by again in 1926. Then in 1927, 
Frank Frisch, playing a sensation- 
al game, ousted Hornsby as the 
second sacker, while last season, 
Taylor Douthit gained the center 
field berth on the team selected 
by the Home Run King. 

The competition has grown rap- 
idly. In the first year there were 
no more than 2000 entrants. This 
jumped to 2500 in 1926 and then 
came a big jump to 10,000. Last

Selecting a team to ag:ee with 
that chosen by Ruth was a hard 
task the first three years, inas- 
much as but five correct answers 
were received out of almost 15,000 
Then came the deluge. in 1928, 
when it appeared there were one 
or more outstanding men for each 
position, the Post-Dispatch received 
73 letters correctly naming the 10 
players and the three awards were 
made on the essays which accom- 
panied the picks. 

Naming Bluege Upset Fans. 

For the 1925 concest, there was 
but one person, Harry L. Bunton, 
whose team was identical with that 
selected by Ruth. This was the 
year of one of Ruth's “jokers, 
when he named Ossie Birege of 
the Washington club es his third 
baseman over Pie Trayror, the 
great star of the Pittsburg club. 

In 1926 there was another 
“joker.” This time it came in the 
selection of the catcher. It was in 
this campaign that Bob C’Farrell 
had the greatest season of his ca- 
reer and won the National League's 
most valuable player prize. He 
was the consensus of the fans for 
the catching berth. But Ruth sur- 
prised all. He serected Bubbles 
Hargrave of the Cincinnati club. 
And as a result of this agsin only 
one man turned in the cc: rect se- 
lection. He was Churies P. Ash, a 
disabled war veteran in a hospital 
in’ Kentucky. 

73 Named Players Correctly. 

In 1927 each of the three win- 
ners turned in teams which agreed 
with that named by Ruth. And 
then last year came the 73 selec- 
tions agreeing with the players se- 
lected by Ruth.

SPALATO, Dalmatia, Aug. 109. 
-—Adriatic sardines of the finest 
variety were offered here for less 
than a cent a pound. This year’s 
catch was the largest in the history 
of the Dalmatian coast and there 
was such a glut of the market that 
local fishermen threw away h4un-- 
dreds of pounds. The sard'ne fac- 
tories and curing stations were all 
overstocked.

$500,000 FOR STREET | 


WORK IN KIRKWOUD 


Entire Program Is Expected to 
Be Completed by Next 
Summer. 


Plans for the construction of 
roadways and streets in Kirkwood, 
involving the expenditure of ap- 
proximately $500,000, were’ an- 
nounced, yesterday by City Clerk 
Donworth. With the disposition of 
a few remaining condemnation 
suits, it is expected the work will 
be begun before winter and that 
the entire program will be com- 
pleted before next summer. 

Of the total expenditure, $200,- 
000 is being furnished from the St. 
Louis County bond issue of $10,- 


000,000 for road-building, as the 
Kirkwood allotment, and will be 
used in the construction of streets 
connecting major highways. Ap- 
propimately $175,000 will be ex- 
pended by Kirkwood on 20 small 
sections within the city Imits, and 
the remainder of the $500.000 to 
widen the 20-foot concrete pave- 
ments provided by the county for 
connecting roads. 

Allotment of the money in three 
major projects is as follows: 

1. Paving of Big Bend road from 
Geyer road to Barrett Station road, 
a distance of two miles, with 20- 
foot concrete slab, at a cost of $75,- 
000, paid for by the county. This 
strip will not be widened out of the 
Kirkwood expenditure. The coun- 
ty is also constructing, exclusive of 
the Kirkwood projects, a three- 
quarters of a mile strip on Big 
Bend road from Geyer to Denny 
road on the southern boundary of 
Kirkwood, to connect with the 
project mentioned. 

2. Paving of Geyer road from 
Big Bend road ‘to Manchester road, 
a distance of two and a quarter 
miles, with a 20-foot siab. From 
Big Bend road to the Missouri 


| this road to a 36-foot thoroughfare 
with curbings. From the tracks to 
Manchester road, the county wili 
pave a 10-foot strip on each side 
of the present 18-foot paving re- 
cently put in by the city. 

3. Paving of Adams avenue from 
Geyer road east to the city limits 
of Kirkwood, a distance of one and 
three-quarters miles, with a 20- 
foot slab. Portions of this road 
will be widened from 10 to 24 feet, 
out of the city appropriation. 
Estimates on the cost of each 
project are not available but the 
amount to be expended by the city 
of Kirkwood surpasses the largest 
previous amount $265,000 the 
municipality spent for highway de- 
velopments last year, according to 
county engineers.

AUBURN, Ind., Aug. 10.—The 
“Jong awaited Cord front-drive au- 
“tomobile, the question mark of the 

industry, is in production at the 
Auburn plants here and a stock of 
cars is being built up for dealers. 

From an authoritative source it 
was learned here today that ship- 
ments have already begun to dis- 
tributers and dealers and that the 
new car will be announced to the 
public within a short time. 

It was also learned that the price 
range of the car will be slightly 
more than $3000. 

Maximum production on the 
Cord is set at around 1500 cars a 
month, an unusually high figure 
for a car in this price class. 

Production schedule, it was 
learned, calls for around 1100 cars 
in August. It is expected that 
maximum production will be 
reached in September and 5000 
ears will be built by Dec. 1. 

A check at the factory here 
shows that while a considerable 
stock of cars has aJready been built 
up, orders for nearly 2000 cars are 
already on file with the factory, 
this without any definite price 
announement or solicitation of 
orders from dealers or the public. 

Despite pressure brought to bear 
by dealers and distributers, the 
company has consistently refused 
to rush the model on the market 
without complete and adequate 
tests. °

Quiet Engine Is 
Goal of Engineers 


With Oldsmobile 
“When the endurance flyers 


landed it was found that they had 
become deafened by the constant 
noise incident to flying day after 
day.”’ 

This familiar extract from prac- 
tically every news story of the en- 
durance flights which have been 
held this year affords. striking 
proof of the advancements made 
by leading automobile engineers in 
eliminating noise from their prod- 
uct. 

The noise in airplanes is chiefly 
created by the exhaust of the en- 
gine and the terrific rush of air 
caused by the propeller. Mufflers 
are not usually used on airplane 
engines as they add to the weight 
and slightly retard engine efficien- 
cy 


The automobile has many more 
potential noise sources. It, too, has 
the same potential engine noise 
and the rush of wind while travel- 
ing at 60 miles an hour or more. 
In addition it is operating over a 
solid road which creates a certain 
amount of tire noise. In spite of 
all this, it is possible to conversé 
without difficulty in the better- 
made cars while rolling along et 
high speeds hour after hour. 

In striving for an unusual degree 
of quietness in the Oldsmobile six. 
the engineers had the advantage of 
a device designed by General Mo- 
tors engineers and used at the Gen- 
eral Motors proving ground to 
“measure” noise. 

This mechanism consists of two 
instruments which are placed in 
the interior of the car. They some- 
what resemble early radio receiv- 
ing sets. One contains a loud 
speaker apparatus which magni- 
fies all sounds within the car ani 
transmits them to an ear phone 
connected with the left ear of the 
tester. The right ear phone is con- 
nected to the other instrurment in 
which noise is artificially created 
and its volume controlled by a dial.

The introduction of three new 
fines of six-cylinder cars bearing

After absorbing as much of its 
béauty as possible, I traveled on, 
determined to go through the Cave 
of the Winds. I did not know that 
it°was lecated at the summit of a 
véry high mountain and cliff. Be- 
fore I knew it, I was in Williams 
Canyon. The road was narrow and 
steep and I was very much in the 
mood to turn around and go back. 
A sign on the road informed me 
that I must “Keep on Going—tThis 
Is a One-way Road—You will not 
meet cars from the opposite direc-

had the road to myself, practical- 
ly, whch was also a blessing, a5 
it is the meeting of cars from the 
opposite direction just as one is 
turning an abrupt curve, that is 
somewhat jarring.

made up. I went up and up, and 
up, around right-angile curves, and 
nidre curves, on a narrow road that 
had no ending. One dare not lose 
their nerve at a time like this— 
it would mean certain death. 

About every 20 feet another sign 
would inform one “Keep On Go- 
ing’—it is a violation of the law 
to turn around on this road.” I 
gasped for breath as I looked over 
the edge of the cliff, at the depth 
below, and the high mountains 
around me. I finally reached the 
summit and the entrance to the 
“Cave of the Winds.” A _ guide 
stepped up and informed me he 
was just taking a party and would 
be glad to make me one of them. 
I paid my dollar and went through 
the cave. 

A wonderful formation of un- 
Berground passages of solid rock, 
twisting and winding through many 
miles, the ceiling a mass of icicle 
formations from the dripping of 
water, which, becguse of its lime 
and other chemical properties had 
become a solid rock formation re- 
sembling crystal. The cave had 
two levels—the upper and lower. 
The guide turned off the electric 
lights which left us in impenetrable 
darkness. The scientist and chem- 
ist would find it very interesting 
indeed, although any one can ap- 
preciate it. The entire time spent 
in the cave I was wondering how 
I would ever descend that almost 
perpendicular road, the “Serpen- 
tine Drive’—a very suitable name, 
as it turned at right angles about 
every 10 feet, and was as steep an 
incline as can be imagined. 

I started down bravely but I 
had not gone far before I had to 
put on the emergency brake as 
well as the clutch and the regular 
brake. With all this precautionary 
treatment I could not control the 
car, which plunged ahead at a 
faster rate of speed than was wise 
oer necessary. I became badly 
frightened and jumped out of the 
car, having enough foresight to 
turn the wheels of the car inward 
eo that the car in rolling would at- 
tempt to climb the mountainside, 
whereas had I turned the wheels 
in the opposite direction, or left 
them straight, it would have 
plunged over the brink—my little 
Ford. with all my worldly goods 
endowed! 

Y was so nervous that I trembled 
all over. I walked down a stretch 
to see how far I had to go. I could 
not see the end, just more and 
more serpentine turns ahead of me. 
To make things worse, the road 
slanted downward on the inner 
side, probably to prevent cars tum- 
bling over the side of the cliff. I 
decided I could not desert my lit- 
tle ship and climbed in again. 
Finally, we made another turn, the 
ear beyond my control and seem- 
ingly as nervous and upset as I 
was. The richt angle curve, to- 
gether with the road sloping down- 
ward, almost turned the car over. 
I got out again. I did not know 
what to do, I was completely un- 
nerved. 

After an eternity, as it seemed, 
a large Packard machine driven 
by a cowboy and filled with wom- 
en sightseers came down the road 
and saw my plight. One woman 
said, “Are you from Missouri?” 
and I said, “You bet I am!” She 
said, “Well, I am, too.” The driv- 
er volunteered to drive very slowly 
in front of me so that if my car 
started to roll down the hill ,it 
would strike them in the back. In 
this fashion, I completed the trip 
down the hill, a distance of five 
miles, at least, I should judge. 
When I reached flat, solid ground 
again no one will ever realize my 
emotions. I thanked the cowboy 
heartily and apologized profusely 
to the Ford which saw me tri- 
umphantly through! 

From here, we went to the 
Seven Falls. I took every precau- 
tion against entering another can- 
yon as innocently as I had entered 
the treacherous Williams Canyon. 
I passed through a beautiful can- 
yon bordered on both sides by 
rocks called the “Herculean 
Rocks” because of their height 
and width It was a beautiful, 
winding thoroughfare leading to 
the falls. The falls, one above 
the other, fall down the mountain- 
side of solid rock. It is quite a 
climb to the top of the falls and 
tee much for most people. I 
should judge the height is about 
2000 feet. 

After an afternoon of sightsee- 
ing and miraculous escape from 
death ag I honestly believe, I re- 
turned to the hotel exhausted, but 
rejoicing that I had seen some of 
nature's most beautiful handiwork. 

The ride from Colorado Springs 
wag made in the face of a terrific 
wiad that made a roaring sound 
gbdout the car—a wind that almost 
threw my arm out of joint when 
f ventured to hold it out. Much of 
the road was upgrade and it was 
a long. hard pull, the radiator 
boiling all the time. I had my 
brakes tightened at Trinidad, and 
looked forward with no little anx!- 
ety to the ride through “Rayon 
Pass" which I was told would be 
my most hazardous mountain 
pass. After my experience at Wil- 
ams Canyon, it was an unwhole- 
some contemplation. However, as

by a mechanic that my brakes 
were burnt up. 

I started through the  prairie- 
land of New Mexico at dusk. Not 
a car in sight nor a human be- 
ing anywhere. I rode on until 
about 10 p. m., when I saw the 
lights of a village in the distance— 
joy of joys—and knew that I would 
soon be within its friendly portals. 
I put up for the night at Springer. 
N. M., at a friendly hoteh owned 
by a woman. She was amazed that 
I, a lone woman, was driving to 
the coast and gave me the best 
room she had. A cozy fire 
crackled in the grate (the night 
was chill), and a group of trave]- 
ing men sat in the living room ex- 
changing yarns about Indians. 

The next day I passed through 
my first genuine Mexican village, 
the houses made of mud 
crude affairs. I passed through 
Mexican and Indian villages where 
life is in the most primitive stage 
of civilization. One can hardly 
realize that such extremes of civ- 
ilization exist within the distance 
of a day’s travel. I was delighted 
when I reached Santa Fe, after 
traveling all day over rough roads, 
through mountains and deserts. 
This most unique and historic 
town caught my fancy completely. 
I visited the Fred Harvey house, 
which is a beautiful piece of ar- 
chitecture, built in Spanish style. 
I parked by a curb and an old lady 
asked me if I would like for her to 
show me the interesting sights and 
I said I would be delighted. She 
proudly boasted that she had lived 
in Santa Fe for 21 years and that 
she thought it the finest place in 
the world. She guided me through 
narrow winding streets, resembling 
alleys, to the oldest church’ in 
America, where an old “Brother” 
greeted us and showed us through. 

We went to the artists’ colony, 


which consists of a dirty, crooked 
street bearing the beautiful name 
of “The Street of the Mountain 
Sun.” Here were the modest 
dwellings of some of the world’s 
most noted writers, painters and 
sculptors— Mary Austin one of 
them. Their homes are built on 
the old style of one-story Spanish 
architecture which my companion 
told me was being preserved. None 
“ them boasted any yard to speak 
of. 

The next morning I left E Paso 
and started over the deserts of 
Arizona. There was sand, sand, 
hills of sand, mountains of sand. 
The road was bumpy and I could 
hardly hold the car on it—a Ford 
is most too light for these roads. 
The hot wind blew continuously 
causing the radiator to sputter and 
boil. I traveled through Arizona, 
up hill and down, through sand and 
clay, until I came to the “Painted 
Desert,” a beautiful desert of many 
shades of buff and Orange, gray 
and green: one looks down from a 
high bluff at the panorama of vari- 
Ous colors. 

From there I traveled a short 
distance to the Petrified Forest, 
which is some distance from the 
main road. This barren and deso- 
late region seems to be hundreds 
of years old. The ground is an ash 
color, and there are hills of this 
Same ash-colored substance. On 
this surface stumps of petrified 
trees stand upright or lie fiat. 
Some are the entire trunks of trees 
and others just a small branch or 
Stump. All are solid rock and the 
inside of the trunks and stumps 
are many-hued—green, red. emer- 
ald, yellow, resembling precious 
stones. A very interesting and 
mystifying sight—barren waste and 
lifeless soil. 

I drove through many miles of 
Arizona desert where the ground 
was a red clay color and the bluffs 
of solid rock of the same shade. 
The green shrubbery which sprung 
up in spots against this red back- 
ground, made a very beautiful 
landscape. That night I arrived 
at Williams, Ariz., which can boast 
only one good hotel; it seems in- 
congruous that this forsaken town 
should stand at the gateway of one 
of the greatest wonders of the 
world, the Grand Canyon. The 
next morning I started out bright 
and early for the Grand Canyon. 
It is 60 miles north of Williams 
and the roads are not good. 

About 30 miles from Williams 
my engine began to smoke to an 
alarming degree. I had to stop, as 
I was afraid the car would burn up. 
I @iscovered that there wasn't a 
Grop of water in my radiator, and 
I had none with me. The realiza- 
tion of why is a desert came upon 
me—no water to be seen anywhere. 
There was nothing I could do but 
wait for a car to pass by. Several 
cars passed before one finally came 
which had water to spare. What 
a precious commodity water is in 
ites absence! We continued our 
journey to the canyon. I stood at 
the brink of the canyon and gazed 
—a mighty spectacie stretched out 
before me. I stood in an observa- 
tion tower when an Indian stepped 
up to me and asked if I would like 
to look through the telescope. I 
said I would. Proudly he led me 
to it and watched me as I looked 
into the abysmal depths of the 
canyon. Proudly, as much ag to 
say, “It is my canyon and I am 


proud of it.” .Never will I forget 


ae 
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my first view of the canyon. I 
hope to return and spend several 
days, Such beauty and 

such vastness, such dignity and 
majesty—it is hard to comprehend 
and more difficult to describe. I 
once read that what we really are 
comes out at the brink of the can- 
ron.

I was alone in 
the desert with a fiat tire. I 
changed my-tire, the first time I 
had ever done so. It took me 
about three-quarters of an hour. 
I hoped it would be fastened on 
tight, but I didn’t know. It had 
grown dark and I continued on my 
journey. Something resembling an 
alligator stared up at me from the 
road: I do not know what it was— 
someone since told me it Was an 
“ant-eater.” I am skeptical. 
Then I passed an Indian village 
and stil! furthér ona blazing camp- 
fire surrounded with gypsies who 
stared at me. Further along a herd 
of wild horses stood in the road 
and still further on my headlights 
revealed a black snake in the road, 
coiled like a serpentine drive, its 


seemed to say “Greetings from 
Arizona!” I fled past it at a fast 
rate, To my chagrin, I saw I had 
to go over another mountain pass. 
The lights of a car creeping along 
from the opposite direction warned 
me that the driving was perilous. 


head high above the ground. It’ 


Fortunately the tire I had put on| 
did not roll off and I arrived safe- 
ly at the next village—the friendly 
lights of a village in a world of un- 
known darkness—well, it was a 
happy moment. 

The following day I arose at 6 
a. m. and rode 300 miles over the 
roughest roads of the entire trip, 
to San Bernardino, Cal. At Oat- 
man, Ariz., a large, cruel sign tells 
the weary traveler that he is about 
to climb the steepest mountain pass 
on “U. 8. 66.” I groaned. After 
all I had been through? It was 
true. Barring Williams Canyon it 
was the worst yet. About 8000 
feet high—and then one must 
come down again. With front 
wheel brakes only, it is a dreadful 
ordeal. Needless to say I arrived 
at the bottom safely or I would not 
be writing about it. The toad was 
all bumps from Oatman to Victor- 
ville. I passed a flock of sheep 
without a shepherd. There were 
“mamma” sheep and “baby” shee 
—the tiny sheep were adorable, 
had to stop and wait for them to 
pass, but I was glad to extend this 
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}courtesy of the road. 

The ride from Victorville to San 
Bernardino, Cal., was made after 
night and it was necessary to ride 
through the Long and steep 
Cagean Pass a‘ night. Searchlights 
flash hither and thither, empha- 
sizing the black and bottomless 
depths. The road winds and de- 
scends for many miles (I entered 
the pass at the summit). The p. > 
must be 10 miles long.

Announcement that this world- 
famous orchestra, after several 
years of refusals, would’go on the 
air under the auspices of Philco, 
followed a week's exchange of ca- 
bles between. the orchestra asso- 
ciation’s offices here and Leopold 
Stokowski, who is now in Europe. 
It has not been found wise up to 
the present time to broadcast the 
orchestra due to the fact that its 
leaders felt that radio reception 
was not sufficienly good to bring 
in such an organization ag this.

Only One Zone Has 
Proper Number of 
Cleared Channels 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Ac- 
cording to a recent survey, there is 
only one of the five radio zones 
which has the proper number of 
cleared channels. By the “proper 
number” is meant the number that 
was determined on by the Federal 
Radio Commission in its General 
Order No. 40. 

General Order No. 40 is the one 
that was responsible for the reallo- 
cation of last November. Under 
the terms of this order each of the 
five radio zones is entitled to eight 
cleared channels. These eight 
channels were to be divided among 
the states within the zones accord- 


ing to their population. 

A cleared channel is defined as 
a channel on which but one station 
operates during the evening hours. 
In other words, it is a channel] that 
is set aside for interference-free, 
long-distance transmission. At the 
present time the First zone, con- 
sisting of the New England States, 
New York, New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland and the District of Co- 


lumbia, is the only one using ex- 
actly eight cleared c 

The Fifth Zone, made up of the 
West coast and mountain states, 
has only seven cleared channels. 
Under the reallocation plan it re- 
ceived eight. One of these chan- 
nels was to be used by KGO, Oak- 
land, Cal., and WGY, Schenectady, 
N. Y.; the former operating full 
time and the latter signing off at 
sunset. WGY was dissatisfied with 
this arrangement and took the 
matter to court. The court or- 
dered that the two stations operate 
simultaneously. The commission 
hag appealed the matter to the 
Supreme Court, and the case still 
is in litigation, but both stations 
continue to operate on full time. 
of channels. 

Up until about a month ago, 
the Third Zone, consisting of the 
Southern states, had its full share 

The Fourth Zone, made up of 
the Northern Central states, has 
eight and one-half cleared chan- 
nels. The Second Zone consisting 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, 
Kentucky and the two Virginias, 
has only seven and one-half 
cleared channels. The commis- 
sion explains this difference by 
referring to the following clause 
of the radio act: “If and when 
there is a lack of applications for 
the proportionate share of wave 
lengths to which any such zone is 
entitled, the licensing authority 
may issué licenses for the balance 
of the proportion not applied for 
from any zone, to applicants from 


other zones.”

Restitution for *: 
Seized Patents 


Hearing Before War Claims 
Arbiter Next Month Ex- 
pected to Settle Tuned 
Frequency Row. 


By « Special Correspondent of the 


many is seeking restitution for the 
valuable radio patents seized from 
her by the United States at the out- 
set of the World War, and now used 
by the Government as well as by 
radio set manufacturers having li- 
censing agreements with the Gove 
ernment. 

Through the Telefunken Co., its 
official communications agency, the 
German Goverrment has requested 
the War Claims Arbiter, Judge Ed- 
win B. Parker, to adjrcé.cate its 
claims on some 100 radiv patents, 
as well as the Sayville (L. L.) radio 
station, used during the war as one 
of America’s central radio termi- 
nals, and now operated by the 
Mackay Radio and Telegraph Co. 

Included among the patents 
seized is the celebrated Schloemiich 
von Bronk tuned radio frequency 
device, the circuit that makes pos- 
sible radio reception and which is 
necessary in every receiving set. 
This device, however, is contested 
by the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
lea, which holds the Alexanderson 
patent for the same cireuit, and 
claims that its own patent antici- 
pated the Von Bronk patent. The 
War Claims Arbiter himself must 
decide the priority in this case be- 


fore he can adjudicate the German 
claims. 


Hearing in September, 
Judge Parker has set the Ger. 
man radio patents case for hearinz 
in September. He must de*armine 
whether the Telefunken elaim js 
proper and the amount of rertity- 
tion that should be made. These 
patents and the Sayville Station 
were seized by the Allen Property 
Custodian at the bdeginning of 
America’s entry into the Wor!ld 
War. 

After seizure of the patents they 
were sold to the Navy Department 
for $1690. This was mereiy a ccs- 
ture for their payment, however. 
since these holdings are considered 
among the most valuable of the 
art. The Telefunken Co., in the 
case of the patents, asks for “jut 
and reasonable compensation” for 
them, without a snécific request 
for the amount of damages it 
thinks it should be accorded. 

For the Sayville station, however, 
the German Government seeks pay- 
ment of $9,500,000, on the basis 
that it was a “going concern” when 
seized. At the time of seizure ‘t 
was Germany’s transocezenic radio 
station in the United S‘ates. Th 

Alien Property Custodian, when He 
seized the station, estimated its 
value at but $46,000. — , 

Will Settle Controversy.  ~

claims will involve a protracted in- 
vestigation. Besides the navy, scv- 
eral of the leading radio set man 
facturers of the country have becg 
vasing the German patents throuct 
their cross-licensing agreemen 
with the navy.

RECORD BUILDING CONTRACT 
VOLUME IN U. S. IN JULY 


Second Largest Month Ever Reported— 
21 Per Cent Decrease in the Middle 
West, However. : 


Total construction contracts 
awarded during July in the 37 
states east of the Rocky Mountains 
amounted to $652,436,100, accord- 
ing to the F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion. These states include about 
91 per cent of the total construc- 
tion volume of the country. This 
was the second largest monthly 
tatal on record and represented an 
increase of 12 per cent over the 
total for July, 1928, and an increase 
of 20 per cent over that for June, 
1929. 

Three districts made new high 
totals for July. These districts 
were New York State and Northern 
New Jersey, the Middle Atlantic 
States and Texas. The New En- 
gland states had the second high- 
est July total on record. 


The most noteworthy items in 
the building record for the 37 
Eastern states were as follows: 
$199,925,500, or 31 per cent of the 
total, for residential buildings; 
$194,546,700, or 30 per cent, for 
public works and utilities; $91,348,- 
300, or 14 per cent, for commercial 
buildings, $66,604,000, or 10 per 
cent, for industrial buildings; and 
$47,979,300, or 7 per cent, for edu- 
cational buildings. 

During the first seven months of 
this year there was a total of $3,- 


683,982,900 worth of new building, 


and engineering work contracted 
for in the 37 Eastern states, as 
compared with $4,028,299,900, the 
total for the first seven months 
of 1928, a decrease of 9 per cent. 

Contemplated projects reported 
in the 87 Eastern states during 


July amounted to $480,212,100. 
This amount was 26 per cent less 
than the contemplated work re- 
ported during July 1928 and 24 per 
cent less than the amount reported 
during June of this year. 

The Central West (Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Iowa, Wisconsin, Southern 
Michigan, Missouri, Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Nebraska) had $160,032,- 
200 in centracts awarded for build- 
ing and engineering work during 
July. This amount was 21 per cent 
less than the. total for July of last 
year and 15 per cent less than the 
June 1929 total, 

The most important classes of 
work in last month’s building rec- 
ord were the following: $57,811,- 
400, or 36 per cent of the total, 
for reside tial buildings; $40,071,- 
900, or 25 per cent, for public 
work and utilities; $23,971,200, or 
15 per cent, for commercial build- 
ings; $14,311,400, or 9 per cent, 
for educational buildings; and 
$12,489,400, or 8 per cent, for in- 
dustrial buildings. 

New construction started in the 
Central West during the first 7 
months of this year amounted to 
$1,088,402,100, as compared with 
$1,217,766,000 for the correspond- 
ing period of 1928, a decrease of 11 
per cent. 

New work reported as contem- 
plated dus#s the month amounted 
to $144,129,500. This total repre- 
sents a decrease of 21 per cent from 
the preceding month and a decrease 
of 8 per cent when compared with 
the correspondifg month of last

New York Theater Season Opens With Brady Play 


By ALISON SMITH. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 10. 


N so far as any season can be 
saiq to open at a definite point, 
William A. Brady opened this one 


last week with a piece called 
‘“‘Now-A-Days.” It is, we are told, 
the first play with any coherent 
intentions that has reached Broad- 
way for many stifling weeks and 
certainly the first to be heralded 
as “a serious American drama.” 


The announcement need not be 
taken too literally for Mr. Brady, 
with admirable concern for the 
baked and sweltering brains of his 
audiences, has not permitted his 
author, Mr. Brash, to tax their 
mental powers too seriously. What 
he has done is to present a fairly 
exciting melodrama set for some 
inexplicable reason in an American 
university. And the effect of all 
this blood and thunder in these 
presumably sedate shades, is much 
like finding a copy of the Police 
Gazette in the library of one of 
its Greek professors. 

Not that anything couldn’t hap- 
pen on a campus—and frequently 
does. We still want to protest, 
however, that it doesn’t happen in 
quite that way. The action starts 
with three co-eds wagering that 
they would win a blond and god- 
like senior, who in addition to his 
Greek aspect. was a Phi Beta 
Kappa, the team’s fullback and 
hadn’t had a single drink for two 
semesters. In the feminine scram- 
ble that ensures, one of the girls 
fights foully; she induces our hero 
to take a drink, drags him into a 
disreputable rooming house and in 
a drunken brawl murders“an in- 
truder whose death is blamed on 
the young undergraduate. 

This single incident is uncom- 
monly interesting and exciting for 
with it the stilted characters of 
the preceding act. suddenly spring 
into life and violent action. Ex- 
cept for this, however, the actors 
were handicapped for dialogue 
which suggested that these young 
folks had been reading Walter 
Pater and trying. with lamentable 
lack of success, to talk that way. 

Mr. Brash’s name is new to us, 
but even this far from perfect 
work has established his obvious 
sense of swift and stirring melo- 
drama. Only we hope that in his 
next play (we hear he has one)

HEN the curtain rises on a

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More Talkie Talk 


Critic Who Predicted That the Sound Films 
Were Doomed to Drown in a Sea of Noisy 
Hokum Feels in a Chastened Mood— But 
It’s Different With Signor Luigi Pirandello, 


By Jack Alexander. 


N VIEW of the astounding inno- 

vations in science that occur al- 

most between the editions of a 
newspaper, it is amazing how writ- 
ers and critics rush into print with 
their views on things when they 
know that before their article is 
set in type, its contents may be 
old stuff. 

The writer had his experience. 
Last year, at approximately this 
time, he got a mad on the then 
new talking films and bloomed 


forth with a learned essay show- 
ing, with smothering logic, just 
why the talkie was doomed to fail- 
ure. It would never make the 
grade, it squeaked, its sound was 
just an additional medium for 
hokum which would be smeared 
on with a table knife. All that 
rot. 

The effect was magical. The 
talkie became successful overnight. 
And today one of the persons who 
spoils the dialogue that follows 
the side-splitting crash of a barrel 
over the traffic cop’s thick skull, 
by uncontrolled laughter, is none 
other than this occasional review- 
er. Look for the long, white beard. 

Evidently, Signor Luigi Piran- 
dello, the Italian dramatist, has 
not been so chastened. However, 
he will live to rue his article in 
the Illustrated London News en- 
titled “The Cinema Is Digging Its 
Own. Grave.” 

IGNOR PIRANDELLO thinks 
G net the movies, instead of 

adopting dialogue as an addition- 
al medium of expression should 
turn to music. He argues that even 
if they should succeed in reproduc- 
ing the stage so that the characters 
would not look like spirits and their 
dialogue would not sound as if it 
had been rolling around in a rain 
barrel, they would only be apeing 
the theater. And, by that very 
fact, stage stars would supplant 
movie stars and the stage would, in 
effect, gobble up the movies. 

The dramatist shivers, too, when 
he thinks of the erasing from the 
field of art of the silent picture. 
This erasure, to him, is a crime. 
He writes: “Forms, while alive, 
are a conquest of the spirit. To 
kill them, just for the sake of 
replacing them with newer forms, 
is to commit a crime; it is to throt- 
tle a manifestation of the spirit.” 

His third main contention is 
that talking films will have no in- 
ternational appeal, because of their 
limitations in language, and the 
bottom will fall out of the foreign 
market. 

Concerning the first and third 
fears, no one need worry but the 
movie actors and the producers 
and they wont lose much _§ sleep 
over it. But, all the recognition 
of our experience of last year, we

lent movie is being destroyed. 

The silent picture was always 
short a few buttons, It was not a 
complete artistic form, if we may 
muddle around in such esoteric 
language. It always seemed incon- 
gruous to see a player's lips move 
dumbly and then have a subtitle 
flashed on the screen telling what 
was said and breaking up the con- 
tinuity of the story. 

Moreover, it made for cheap 
acting. Almost any good-looking 
hat salesman or winner of a bath- 
ing beauty contest could enter the 
movies. Their beauty, in the esti- 
mation of the producers, made up 
for their dull wit. This fry has 
been driven out of the racket by 
the dialogue film, except for the 
few who were really good. To 
make the grade in Hollywood now, 
one need not be beautiful, if one 
cam act. Is that tough on the 
public? 

Personally, we propose a toast to 
the dialogue film. It has brought 
the film almost to the level of the 
theater, it has eliminated subtitles, 
it has made for better acting, has, 
in short, brought intelligence to 
the movie houses, a_ terrified 
stranger.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Favored 

by cool weather, Broadway court- 
seyed to the new theatrical season 
with unwonted cheer and its magic 
lure attracted stage devotees in 
fair numbers to the 20 odd plays 
which have graced its fame dur- 
ing the summer months. Thus the 
first week of August proved quite 
heartening to theatrical producers, 
so that a number of the season’s 
successes were pronounced com- 
plete sell-outs while other Broad- 
way features had little to com- 
plain about in regard to box of- 
fice returns. It is true this first 
August week saw but two open- 
ings of no high merit, but the de- 
mand voiced on every hand that 
better plays be put on has tended 
to galvanize producers into fever- 
ish activity in the quest of worthier 
plays. 

““‘Now-a-days,” featuring Peggy 
Shannon, Mayo Methot, Irene Blair, 
Duncan Penwarden and Beverly 
Sitgreaves, were last Monday's 
opening at the Forest Theater, 
while “It’s a Wise Child,” starring 
Mildred McCoy, Olga Krolow, 
Minor Watson and George Walcott, 
opened last Tuesday. The latter 
Play has been pronounced by most 
critics as containing a number of 
entertaining episodes and full of 
deft characterization, but “Now-a- 
Gays,”’ which draw on the life of 
co-eds for its dramatic motif, re- 
ceived scant consideration. 


To the list of August openings 
thus far might be added two mu- 
sical comedies—“Whoopee” and 
“Show Girl.” The first reopened 
after three weeks intermission and 
“Show Girl” underwent a drastic 
change when Dorothy Stone was 
called from Hollywood to take the 
role of Ruby Keeler (Mra. Al Jol- 
son) as Dixie Dugan.

GEORGE GERSHWIN’S 
“AMERICAN IN PARIS” 
PLAYED NEXT WEEK

This analysis makes any further 
explanation from’this writer un- 
necessary. It is appended here- 
with: 


OU are to imagine an Ameri- 
y can, visiting Paris. swinging 

down the Champs Elysees, on 
a mild, sunny morning in May or 
June. Being what he is, he starts 
without preliminaries, and is off 
at full speed at once, to the tune 
of The First Walking Theme, a 
straightforward, diatonic air de- 
signed to convey an impression of 
Gallic freedom and gaiety. 

Our American's ears being open. 
as well as his eyes, he notes with 
pleasure the sounds of the city. 
The French taxicabs seem to 
amuse him particularly, a fact 
that the orchestra points out in a 
brief episode introducing four rea! 
Paris taxi horns (imported at great 
expense for the occasion). These 
have a special theme allotted to 
them (the driver, possibly?) which 
is announced by the strings when- 
ever they appear in the score. 

Having safely eluded the taxis. 
our American apparently passes the 
open door of a cafe, where, if one 
is to believe the trombones, La 
Sorella is still popular. Exhilarated 
by this reminder of the gay nine- 
teen-hundreds, he resumes his 
stroll through the medium of the 
Second Walking Theme, which is 
announced by the clarinet, in 
French with a strong American 
accent. 

Both themes are now discussed 
at some length by the instruments

until our tourist happens to pass— 
something. The composer thought 
it might be a church, while the 
commentator held out for the 
Grand Palais — where the Salon 
holds forth. At all events, our 
hero does not go in. Instead, as 
revealed by the English horn, he 
respectfully slackens his pace un- 
til he is safely past. 

At this point the American's 


itinerary becomes somewhat ob- 
scured. It may be that he con- 
tinues on down the Champs Ely- 
sees; it may be that he has turned 
off—the composer retains an open 
mind on the subject. However, 
since what immediately ensues is 
technically known as a Obridge- 
passage, one is reasonably tustified 
in assuming that the Gershwin pen 
guided by an unseen hand, has per- 
petrated a musical pun. and that 
when the Third Walking Theme 
makes its eventual appearance our 
American has crossed the Seine, 
and is somewhere on the left bank. 
Certainly it is distinctly less Galiic 
than its predecessors, speaking 
American with a French intona- 
tion, as befits that region of the 
city where so many Americans 
foregather. “Walking” may be a 
misnomer, for despite tts vitality. 
the theme is slightly sedentary in 
character, and it becomes progres- 
sively more so. Indeed, the end 
of this section of the work is 
couched in terms so unmistakably 
albeit pleasantly blurred as to sug- 
gest that the American is on the 
terrasse Of a cafe, exploring the 
mysteries of an Anise de Lozo. 
. * e 


ND now the orchestra intro- 
A aces an unhallowed episode. 

Suffice it to say that a solo 
violin approaches our hero in the 
soprano register and addresses 
him in the most charming broken 
English; and, his response being 
inaudible—or at least unintelligible 
—repeats the remark. This one- 
sided conversation continues for 
some little time. 


Of course, one hastens to add, 
it is possible that a grave injus- 
tice is being done to both author 
and protagonist, and that the whole 
episode is simply a musica] transi- 
tion. The latter interpretation may 
well be true, for otherwise it is 
difficult to believe what ensues: 
Our hero becomes homesick. He 
has the blues; and if the behavior 
of the orchestra be any criterion, 
he has them very thoroughly. He 
realizes suddenly, overwhelmingly, 
that he does not belong to this 
place, that he is that most wretch- 
ed creature in all the world, a 
foreigner. The cool, blue Paris 
sky, the distant upward sweep of 
the Eiffe] Tower, the book stalls 
on the Quai, the pattern of horse 
chestnut leaves on the white, sun- 
flecked street—what avails all this 
alien beauty? He is no Baude- 
laire, longing to be “anywhere out 
of the world.” The world is just 
what he longs for, the world that 
he knows best; a world less lovely 
—sentimental and a little vulgar 
perhaps—but for all that, home. 


However, nostaigia is not a fatal 
disease—nor, in this instance, of 
overlong duration. Just in the 
nick of time the compassion of the 
orchestra rushes another theme to 
the rescue, two trumpets perform- 
ing the ceremony of introduction. 
It is apparent that our hero must 
have met a compatriot; 
last theme is a noisy, cheerful, self- 
confident Charleston, without a 
drop of Gallic blood in its veins. 

For the moment, Paris is no 
more; and a voluble, gusty, wise- 
cracking orchestra proceeds to 
demonstrate at some length that 
it's always fair weather when two 
Americans get together, no mat- 
ter where. Walking Theme num- 
ber two enters, soon thereafter en. 
thusiastically abetted by number 
three. Paris isn't such a bad 
place, after all: as a matter of 
fact, it’s a grand place. Nice 
weather, nothing to do till to- 
morrow, nice girle—and, by the 
way, whatever became of that lad 
Volstead? The bives return, but 
mitiv.ed by the second Walking 
Thefwe—a happy reminiscence 
rather than a homesick yearning 
—and the orchestra, in a riotous 
finale, decides to make a night of 
it. It will be great to get home; 
but meanwhile, this is Paris}

as a safety valve in much the 
same manner. Berlin has fun with 
the Reichstag and Paris jeers the 
falling franc with equal hilarity. 
These local touches, when well 
presented as they almost always 
are, are uncommonly amusing even 
to the foreigner who has the 
vaguest idea of what poltical farce 
is presented. It seems a pity that 
the art is lost to us. Occasionally 
you find touches of it in our own 
revues—we remember a devastat- 
ing study of the Teapot Dome sit- 
uation in the Grand Street Follies 
and a “Strange Interlude” bur- 
lesque of the Hoover regime in the 
same revue last year. But apart 
from these and that irrepressible 
and inviolate court jester, Will 
Rogers, the substance of our aver- 
age revue is composed of the same 
moonlight serenades and skits de- 
voted to the relatively impersonal 
topic of infidelity. Which brings 
us back to the hopeless but irre- 
sistible desire that our revues 
might produce some local Gilbert 
and Sullivan who would do their 
worst with the prohibition situa- 
tion.

DOWN CAPITALIZATION 


Disallows $500,000 Kentucky 
Firm Had Listed Under 
That Heading. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The 
Federal Power Commission’s first 


step in its program to safeguarfi 
public interest by controlling the 
capitalization of hydro-electric 
power projects has been taken with 
the rejection of two items totaling 
$500,000 in the capitalization of 
the Cumberland Hydro-Electric 
Power Co., which is seeking to de- 
velop a project at Cumberland 
Falls, Ky. 

The auditor of the commission, 


it was disclosed today at the com- 
mission, refused to approve these 
items on the basis of opinions from 
the commission's solicitor. 

The opinions dealt with what 
items should be included in the 
captalization of any water power 
projects and listed types of Claims 
which are considered ilfegitimate. 

The two rejected items are $250,- 
000 for the purchase of stock of a 
company which initiated the devel- 
opment, and $250,000 which the 
company offered to the State of 
Kentucky for the creation of a 
park on land surrounding Cumber- 
land Falls. 

The commission's solicitor also 
has before him  $500,000,0@0 in 


on which opinions are to be given. 
The commission’s former executive 
secretary, O. C. Merrill, testified 
before a House appropriations sub- 
committee early this year that a 
total of $1,000,090,000 in claims 
would eventually be involved in 
connection with projects already 
under license by the commission. 

The Cumberland Falls concern, 
which has not yet obtained a li- 
cense, has the right to appeal from 
the decision of the solicitor and 
auditor and ask for a hearing be- 
fore the commission. 


UNINCORPORATED AREAS 
OF COUNTY TO BE IMPROVED 


Millions Will Be Spent as Result 
of Supreme Court Decision, 
Says Rohan. 
As a result of a decision by the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri last week 
upholding the law for special tax- 
ing districts for public improve- 
ments in the unincorporated sec- 
tions of St. Louis County, “millions 
of dollars” will be spent in the 
next two years for improvements in 


these areas, James A. Rohan, pres- 
ident of the County Chamber of 
Commerce, predicted in a state- 
ment yesterday. 

Projects that would have come 
under this law have been delayed 
for about a year, since the law was 
held unconstitutional in Circuit 
Court at Clayton, Rohan pointed 
out. The law was upheld on ap- 
peal. Now it will be possible, he 
said, to build many needed side- 
walks and miles of “side” streets 
and residential district thorough- 
fares. 

The chamber for some time has 
been urging the construction of 
sidewalks as a safety measure, 
particularly along the more im- 
portant highways, where there has 
been suburban population develop- 
ment without the requisite public 
works. Chamber committees on 
this subject will resume their ac- 
tivity. the president announced, 
and will launch a campaign to 
show the value of making im- 
proveemnts.

The child was born 
some weeks in advance of schedule, 
and, as is sometimes said to be true 
in such instances, the sex was indeter- 
minate. After a period of 10 days, 
the doctor pronounced Marion a girl. 
Less than a week afterward the doc- 
tor sailed to do missionary work in 
Turkey, leaving the Rodmers to face 
what was soon to become ae tragic 
anomaly, a fact that they vigilantiy 
kept secret until a short time ago 


The town, of course, has a slightly 
different version.

His defense 
had been conducted ably enough by 
Harry B. North, Rockford attorney, 
but certain peculiar incriminating cir- 
cumstances had combined to fasten 
guilt upon him. 

Keeping as far away from Rockford 
as possible, Olsoh had one chance of 
escaping prison. It lay in the slender 
possibility that before he should be re- 
captured, North or somebody else 
would ferret out the real murderer 
and get a confession. It was almost 
too much to expect in real life. It was 
the sort of thing likely to happen only 
in fiction. But in the case of Henry 
Olson this fictionesque denouement 
actually occurred. North did ferret 
out the criminal, or helped to do so, 
at any rate. So it happened that after 
10 days in exile, Olson picked up a 
New Orleans newspaper one afternoon 
and read a happy and incredible story. 
It told him that he might now return 
home, for the real murderers of the 
filling-station attendant had _ = con- 
fessed. He was a free man. The 
cloud had been lifted and he could 
walk through the streets again instead 
of through the alleys. He expressed 
himself as very happy and very grate- 
ful to Attorney North when he re- 
turned to Rockford a few days later 
and heard himeeilf formally vindicated 
by the court. 

He has remained a free man since 
then, but that feeling of gratitude to 
hia attorney, it appears, was not des- 
tined to endure long. It may be ar- 
gued that gratitude is at best a short- 
lived sentiment and seldom endures 
long in any case, but in the case of 
Henry Olson it actually turned to a 
feeling of bitter resentment. It grew 
and festered until, a short time ago, 
Olson astonished followers of the case 


by filing a $59,000 damage -suit 
against the attorney who had defend- 
ed him. 


HE sult is based upon Olson's 

contention that North, while de- 

fending him, had knowledge of 

the guilt of the real siayers and was 

“eareless and negligent in arranging 
a proper and sufficient defense.” 

As a result of this “carelessness,” 
he alleges, he was compelled to suffer 
the agony and humiliation of false ar- 
rest, of two trials, of ultimate convic 
tion on a charge of which he was in- 
nocent, and of exile as a fugitive. Not 
only this, he adds, but he had to pay 
North $4250 in fees for defending 
him and $3000 to detectives in an ef- 
fort to uncover facts to prove his in- 
nocence. He intends to get some 
measure of compensation for all the 
trouble and money this murder case 
cost him, he declares, and, since the 
State does not compensate falsely -con-

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victed persons, he is going to try and 
get it from the man most responsible 
for his misfortune. That man, he says. 
is Harry B. North. 

Against this contention that North 
was ‘responsible’ for his suffering 
and expense there is much, it seems, to 
be said, and North has said it in a full 
statement of hia side of the case. His 
reaction, apparently, is that of amaze- 
ment that the very factors which led 
to solution of the mystery, and there- 
fore to Olson's exoneration, should 
now be turned against him by the man 
who was benefited most. According 
to Olson's version of the c¢ircum- 
stances, North, while defending him, 
also was retained to defend two youths 
on a concealed-weapons charge. and 
by that means gained knowledge of 
their guilt in the crime of which Olson 
was accused; that he failed to pro- 
duce this evidence in court because it 
affected other clients, and thus per- 
raitted Olson to take a life sentence. 


ORTH now points out-~and 
N produces the record to prove 

it—that he did not defend 
the youths on a concealed-weapons 
charge at all, but that after they 
had pleaded guilty and had been sen- 
tenced by the County Court to six 
months at the Vandalia State Farm, 
he waa retained to test the point as to 
whether or not the County Court had 
jurisdiction to sentence prisoners to 
the State Farm. The matter with 
which he was concerned, he explains, 
had nothing to do with the prisoners 
personally or with their guilt or in- 
nocence on any charge. It was merely 
a question of a Court's jurisdiction 
and did not involve a conference with 
the prisoners. He remarks, with some 
show of amusement, that whoever in- 
vestigated the situation with.a view 
to filing suit for Olson did a choice bit 
of blundering. However that may be, 
here is the chronology of the queer 
case from the beginning: 

On the night of September 6, 19827, 
Floyd Stotler, 26 years old, was on 
duty as an attendant at a filling sta- 
tion of the Hart Oi) Company, at 
Broadway and Kishwaukee streets, in 
a residence section of the city. It was 
about 9:30 o'clock and the young 
man’s father, Orville Stotler, had 
dropped in for a visit. While the two 
were conversing an automobile drew 
up and two young men, one of them 
masked, entered the place and or- 
dered, “Stick ‘em up." 

Mistaking the intruders for friends 
playing a joke, Floyd Stotler seized 
one of them by the arm, whereupon 
the unmasked man, described as hav- 
ing light hair and a long face, shot 
him twice through the abdomen with a

without stopping to 
rob the place, the 
visitors fled across 
a vacant lot, aban- 
doning the automo- 
bile, later found ‘to 
be a stolen car. Pur- 
sued for a short dis- 


tance by the elder 
Stotler, they ran to- 
ward the house 


where Henry Olson 
lived with his moth- 
er and father. Some- 
where in the vicinity of that houee, 
which is 200 feet from the fill- 
ing station, they disappeared, and 
Stotler turned back to aid his son. The 
young man was taken to a hospital, 
and died there a few hours later. 
Meanwhiie, the police were combing 
the city and bringing In suspects. One 
of these was Henry Olson. The father 
readily identified him as the un- 
masked man who had shot his son. 
Until he had been identified as the 
slayer, there was little real evidence 
to connect Olson with the crime. But 
there were several circumstances, triv- 
ial though some of them were, that 
caused him to fall under suspicion. In 
the first place, his record was not 
what it might have been. A year or 
two before he had been arrested in 
connection with the shooting of a 
street-car conductor in a holdup. He 
was released in this case, but the af- 
fair left his name on the police rec- 
ords. He had no regular employment. 
and had associated with youths who 
got in trouble with the police. More- 
over, the description of the slayer. 
Kiven by the elder Stotler, fitted him. 
and there was the further fact that 
the slayers disappeared in the shad- 
ows near the Olson home. All of these

things seemed to point toward him as 
a character whose activities on the 
night of the murder would stand look- 
ing into. Then, upon his arrest, the 
elder Stotler had faced him and de- 
clared: ‘That is 
the man who shot 
nay 3se%. Fhe 
Case against him 
seemed ironclad. 

Olson was 
brought to. trial 
late in October of 
the same year. His 
chief defense was 
an alibi, support- 
ed by his young 
wife, whom he had 
married three 
weeks before his 
arrest, and “his 
parents. They all 
said he was at 
home on the night 
of the murder. 
Then his identi- 

fication by the 

elder Stotler 
was attacked 
and Attorney 

North tried to 

show how ab- 

surd it was to 

suppose that a 

man would at- 
tempt to hold-up a filling station half 
a block from hia home. The trial 
dragged on for several days and final- 
ly ended in a deadlock, when the jury, 
after 27 hours of deliberation, voted 
seven to five for his conviction. 

The second trial was in February, 
1928. Hundreds thronged the court- 
room daily, and the case was widely 
discussed, the whole city standing di- 
vided against itself as to his guilt or 
innocence. The evidence presented 
was about the same as before, but this 
time the jury brought in a verdict of 
‘““guilty,’’ and sentence of life impris- 
OoOnment was pronounced. A few hours 
later began Olson's strange odyssey as 
a fugitive which was to end in New 
Orleans some time afterward. when 
Mrs. Olson chanced to buy a news- 
paper. 

Fleeing from Rockford in an auto- 
mobile, Olson and his bride drove firat 
to Chicago, following little-traveled 
roads as far ag possible. In Chicago 
they abandoned their car, stayed one 
night at separate hotels and then took 
a train for Memphis. After a stop of 
one night in Memphis, during which 
they took care not to be seen together, 
they continued their flight to New 
Orleans. Though they traveled on the 


same train, Olson related, they kept 
apart and showed no sign of recogni- 
tion, when other persons were about. 
Throughout the journey there was the 
constant, haunting fear that officers 
on their trail would board the train 
at the next station. Once, in fact, of- 
ficers did come aboard looking for 
somebody. Both gave themselves up 
for loat, they said afterwards, and re- 
signed themselves to their fate, only 
to discover the officers were looking 
for bank robbers. 

Finally, after a harrowing journey, 
they reached New Orleans tired and 
despondent. They sought living quar- 
ters in an humble rooming house, and 
scanned the faces of all persons they 
met on the street, fearing to meet an 
acquaintance. Once, Olson says, he 
actually did see a man he recognized 
as having been a Rockford resident, 
and the sight unnerved him almost to 
the point of panic. He resolved then 
to get out of New Orleans on a ship 
bound for some foreign port, but re- 
alized he could obtain no passport and 
would have to go as a worker on ship- 
board. In the meantime, he continued 
to search for some kind of work in 
the city, for his bankroll was getting 
small. A few months before he had 
had a comfortable bank account— 
$8000 or more left to him by a broth- 
er, and which he had expanded some- 
what by stock-market investments. But 
it had shrunk rapidly. His attorney's 
fees and the employment of detectives 
had taken most of it. He had left 
Rockford with $1200—all that re- 
mained—and now railroad fare, cloth- 
ing and living expenses were whittling 
this away. He had to get a job. 


66 NE day I was looking over a 
factory down on Poydras 
street,’’ he related, ‘trying to 


get. an idea from the men who came 
out what classe of workers was em- 
ployed. To do this I had to wait till 
quitting time and was late getting 
home. When I opened the door I saw 
my wife sitting on the bed with a 
newspaper in her hand, and she had 
been weeping. I had tried to look at 
things as brightly as possible, but find- 
ing her weeping brought back the old 
feeling of depression. But this time 
the depression didn't last long. 

“She thrust the paper into my hands 
and asked me if I had seen it. She 
said she had been almost crazy with 
waiting. It was a copy of the New 
Orleans States. Across the top was a

HE Olsons, with an overwhelm 
ing burden off their minds, went 
on a steamer excursion and 
danced that night in celebration, The 
next day they wired North of thelr 
whereabouts and foyfully took a train 
for home. They arrived smiling and 
happy and Olson declared he held #0 
grudge against anybody. He sald he 
éven felt kindly toward the prosectt 
ors and toward Orville Stotler, whe 
had identified him as the murderer. A 
few days later the Court went through 
the formality of a third trial and off 
cially set him free. The two 17-year 
old boys who had confessed the mur 
der of Floyd Stotler were George Bilis 
and Maurice Mahan, lads of good fam- 
ilies and who but recently had @ 
barked upon a career of robbery. 
While Olson was fighting for his life 
through two trials, they were in cur 
tody, but their connection with the 
Stotier case was not suspected until 
after Olson had fled with a life set 
tence hanging over him.

Schooler walked up the steps of 
the Navy Building and into the ex- 
amination board's room.

turned out to be unfavorable to 
the surgeon. 

“I find it is absolutely useless 
to call in any surgeons to give 
their opinion about the _ technic 
used,’’ Public Prosecutor Flach 
exclaimed, ‘‘and I do not hesitate 
to say that Dr. Dujarrier did not 
have the right to do what he did. 
In spite of his experience, his 
skill, his reputation, his authority, 
there is no doubt but that he com- 
mitted a regrettable mistake. 
Neither in the name of beauty nor 
esthetics should he have under- 
taken a grave operation simply to 
overcome a slight deformity con- 
demned only by fashion!” 


HE prosecutor declared that 

a surgeon is only permitted 

to use his knife to heal, to 
overcome suffering or to prevent 
death. 

“I do not mean that esthetic 
surgery is wrong. It is permissi- 
ble to attempt to free a person 
from terrible ugliness, when 
there is no danger involved. Who 
would blame the admirable oper- 
ations performed on our heroic 
aoldiers who had awful face 
wounds’? But in this case esthet- 
ic surgery becomes constructive 
surgery.’ 

In conclusion he demanded, in 
the name of the French State, the 
condemnation of Dr. Dujarrier, 
who had lowered the dignity of 
his noble profession. 

After several days of reflection 
the Court handed down a decision 
condemning the surgeon and or- 
dering him to pay $8000 dam- 
ages. The judgment follows: 

“Whereas, whatever be the 


skill, the professional standing 
and the disinterestedness of Dr. 
Dujarrier, the fact that he un- 
dertook an operation involving 
grave risks on a healthy member, 
with the sole purpose of correct- 
ing the line, without this inter- 
vention being required by any 
therapeutical] necessity, or by the 
wellbeing of the patient, consti- 
tutes a serious responsibility on 
his part. 

“Whereas, he undoubtedly com- 
mitted a mistake according to the 
principles of common law, and 
there is no necessity of discuss- 
ing medical considerations, or 
calling upon medical men for their 
views; 

“Whereas, this responsibility 
being admitted, it is of little im- 
portance to inquire whether Dr. 
Dujarrier committed a profession- 
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al fault or not, during the opera- 
tion or in the treatment that fol- 
lowed: 

“Whereas, if there was no pro- 
fessional fault committed, this 
only emphasizes the dangerous 
character of the operation in itself, 
since it has been shown that the 
operation ended in an amputation 
of the limb, and there was even 
the prospect of a fata! ending, in 
spite of all the precautions and 
rules of the medical art.’’ 


HE Judges also noted Dr. 
Dujarrier’s plea that he was 
under a moral necessity to 
perform the operation because 
Madame Le Guen had threatened 
to commit suicide if her line was 
not trimmed down, and they judged 
this argument very severely: 
“Even if these facts were 


established, the exaltation of 
Madame Le Guen must have been 
such that her free will was ob- 
scured; that she was in no con- 
dition to give her consent and that 
her state required a mental spe- 
cialist rather than a surgeon; in 
any case, he had no necessity to 
operate immediately, for the case 
was not urgent.” 

The court thereupon awarded 
Madame Le Guen damages of 
$8000, which represents more in 
France than in America. The 
surgeon has appealed to a higher 
court, but in all likelihood he will 
be convicted again, and esthetic 
surgery will receive a solar plexus 
blow in France. 

In spite of the public prosecu- 
tors statement that the State was 
not opposed to cosmetic surgery, 
especially when it was construc-

Dr. Dujarrier is unwilling to 
discuss the case, but a well-known 
surgeon who specializes in face 
cases told me that if the higher 
courts uphold this decision it will 
probably mean the end of esthetic 
surgery. 


OTT EREAFTER, if the sim- 
plest operation for face 
lifting, trimming § the 
ears, straightening the nose or 
taking puffs from under the eyes 
turns out badly we shall be liable 
for heavy damages,’ he declared. 
“It makes no difference if there 
is a serious motive for such an 
operation——marriage, em plo y- 
ment, happiness. Grim old Judges 
will find that these reasone are 
simply based on human vanity, 
and are not necessary for saving 
human life. Faced with this state 
of affairs no surgeon will dare un- 
dertake an esthetic operation. He 
will never know when the pa- 
tient will turm on him and de- 
mand terrific damages."
